Judge's Ruling Cuts it Down 
\ . to $720,000 in Case of 
Conviction 



Chicago, March 2. — ^Tnatlmony In the 
re-trial of tliu case agaiast the Stand- 
ard Oil comiiany of Indiana for ac- 
cepting reUates from the Chicago and 
Altoil railway on ."jhlpments from 
Whiting. Ind , to Fust.^l. Louis, Illin- 
ois, began today beiure Judge Ander- 
son in the United States dLstrict court. 
Fred S. Holland, formerly chief I'ate 
clerk of the Clilcago and Alton rail- 
way, the first witness, testified In re- 
gard to What would bo done in tho 
office of Uhe company in inaklng rates 
and in* mailing copies of the tariff to 
.'Uiippv^rs. 

It Is the contention of tho govern- 
ment that the pulillshed lawful rate 
on oil between Whiting and Fast St. 
Louirt (in tho Alton road was 18 cents, 
while tlie oil compiiny paid only six 
cents. Assistant U. S. Distiict Attor- 
ney Wilkersen attempted to introduce 
In evidence a tarilT sheet showing an 
IS-ceiil rate lietwi^en AV'iiitlng and 
Fast St. Liniis. Judge Ander.son ruled 
that tile tariff sheet could not be pre- 
sented until the government bad 
shown that It was the rate published 
and fllod with tho Interstate commerce 
commission. The court said that this 
was the vital point of tlie case. Tho 
government declared that proof of Its. 
publicatiun would Ije presented later. 

Mr. .Miller said that the olllcers of 
the oil company did not know any- 
thing about the IS-cent nite, but they 
si]iip!y took advantage of the lowest 
possible rate by building !i. relinery 
at Whiting. "We are looking to the 
jury," said Mr. Miller, "to Imd a ver- 
dict based on the merits of this con- 
troversy, not on tho pipe dreams of 
counsel for the government." 

Judge Anderson formally snstalnad 
the motion of the defense that the 
government proceed to trial on tlie 
theory that lliore were only Sfi alleged 
offences, each representing a settle- 
ment for shipment. This will make 
the maximum fine If the defendant is 
convicted, $720,000. 



IN'SAtE MOTHER'S DEED 



Drowns Her Little Son and Herself in 
Tank of Water in Her Home 
at Regina 



Reglna, March 2, — Mrs. William 
Flnlayaon this morning murdered her 
three-year-old son Warren and then 
committed suicide. Tho deed was done 
in a moment of insanity brought on 
by illiiisss. .Mr. I''inlayson left the 
house at sr-\-i'n this niurning to open 
his storr, anil wiien hi! returned an 
hour later for lircakfast he found tho 
place loeUed. Jle knew his wife was 
ill, and wa.s fearful of her actions. 
Accordingly he broke into tho houae, 
and after searching found the body of 
his wife and son in a tank of water. 
The tank was located in the basement 
of the iiuu;;.3 and reached nearly to tho 
eelllug. Tlie jioor woman had evi- 
dently thrown the child In and then 
crawled through the small .space be- 
tween the ti)j) of the tanlc and JoistM 
ajul drowned herself. Tho tank was 
cut open and tho bodies removed im- 
mediately. Jlrs. Flnlayson was only 
27 years of age, and had been married 
Ave years. She was the daughter of 
Wm. Sleath, a carpenter ot Seafor^li, 
Out., and c.uiie west to Reglna t>vo 
years ago. lU-.v liusband is engaged In 
business lierc and is well known. Tho 
bodies are being shipped east to Sea- 
forth tonight.

MINER'S ESCAPE 



Minister of . Justice Sharply 
Corrected for Violating 
Rules of Debate 



INVESTIGATION REQUIRED 



Complaint IVlade in tlie Liberal 
Caucus That IVlembers Ne- 
glect Their Duties 



Ottawa, March 2.— The stormiest 
and most exciting scone of tho session 
oceurreii this afternoon, and for a 
while the house almost got beyond tho 
control of the speaker. 

The trouble occurred when the house 
was moved Into .supply and J. D. Tay- 
lor of New Westminster again brouBlit 
np the escape of "Bill" Miner from 
tlie B. C .penitentiary. In bringing the 
matter up Mr. Taylor went dispassion- 
ately over the issue. Ho thought Mr. 
Ayiesworth had gone out ot his way 
to give a certificate of good character 
to Inspector Dawson. The visits of 
the detectives to Miner were on the 
books when Dawson made hia inspec- 
tion lu July, ..1907, JVIlner escaping the 
next month. Yet none of these visits 
had been reported by the inspector to 
the dopartnieiit of justice which 
showed a lax system of insiieetlon. Mi- 
ner had been promised his liberty by 
Detective Bullock if the bonds were 
recovered. Miner was free, but the 
government had taken no steps to as- 
certain whether or not the Australian 
government had obtained possession 
of the bonds. The people of British 
Columbia were much worked over tho 
matter,, and the department, of justice 
couldi-nbt permlt^thq Impression to go 
abroadrthat there was something it 
vvlsihed to hide in the Miner escape. 

Mr.- Ayiesworth replied for tho gov- 
ernment. He stated that it was un- 
fortunate that this matter should bo 
discussed^ -jn the,, inewspapers, and 
equally unfortunate 'iwhen one of the 
newspapers was the personal organ of 
a member of the house. Mr, 
Aylepworth wont on to com- 
plain that his remarks Iiad been 
misrepresented In the Coluiphlan, and 
on Mr. Taylor's informing him that 
tho despatch in question lit.d been 
taken from a Vancouver paper, he 
went on to say that tho alteration of 
telegrams appeared to be a common 
thing In British .Columbia. 

This started a :loud uproar,, tho op- 
position crying "take It ' back," and 
the Liberals cheering. . Mr. Ayiesworth 
said every other paper in British Co- 
lumbia had the remarks right but 
the Columbian. 

Again Mr. Ttfylor rose to a point 
of order. He was howled down, but 
stuck to his guns, and after the speak- 
er had secured order and had poli.tad 
out that Mr. Taylor was in the right, 
the latter stated that as he had de- 
clared that the Columbian took tho 
despatch from the News- Advertiser 
anil inserted it word for word, Mr. 
Ayiesworth was, according to the rules 
of the honse, compelled to accept that 
statement. 

Mr. Ayiesworth continued his speech 
without paying any attention .to the 
point of order raised by Mr. Taylor, 
whereuiion tlie latter somewhat heat- 
edly aslced the speaker if Mr. Ayies- 
worth was privileged to Insult him in 
the house. This brought out another 
burst of jeers from the government 
benehea and ap>])lause from tlie oppo- 
sition. Tlie speaker ruled that allu- 
sions to a newspaper could hardly bo 
regarded as an Insult to a member 
of tho liouse. 

Mr. Ayiesworth, continuing, said that 
ex- Deputy "Warden Bourko had written 
to the department stating that ho had 
no testimony to add to that given at 
the Investigation. So far as con- 
cerned any connivance with the es- 
cape of l^Ilner, tlie hands of tho de- 
partment were clean. Fvery effort 
had been made to recaiiture him. 

Mr. Borden thouglit that lionrke 
should be brought before a cominitlee 
of the liouse and compelled to tell all 
ihe knew about the matter. Bourke 
charged conspiracy in connection wltli 
the escape, and tho dnpartim^nt could 
not afford to have that charge hang- 
ing over its head. 

Mr. Bureau declared It was unfair 
to charge conspiracy. Definite charges 
backed up by names should be made. 

Messrs. Burrell and Sproule sup- 
ported Mr. Borden's requost for an In- 
(lulry, and Mr. Northrup thought tiio 
spectacle of the niinlKtor of justice 
making a vicious and violent personal 
attack on a private member furnished 
a mi'laii(!holy iilcture. 

Sir ^V^lfrld Lanrier said vaguo 
rumors were not sufficient grounds for 
an investigation. Nothing liad been 
shown to warrant further inquiry. Tho 
talk was kept ujj at tho evening ses- 
sion, and it was ten o'clock before tiie 
house got Into committee of supply. 
Canal votes were taken up and a 
million passed before the house ad- 
journed at midnight. 

The following private bills were 
read a third time and passed In tho 
Commons: Uespeeting a joint station 
of the C.P.K. and C.'l'.P. at Fort 
William (.Mr. Turriff); respecting tlie 
(.'rawforil Bay and St. Mary's ralhvav 
(Dr. :\Icintyre, Htratlicona). A hill to 
incorporate tiio Imperliil Fire Insur- 
ance Co. (Mr. Ilaggart), Winnipeg, 
read :i second lime and sent to tho 
standing coiiimittr-e. 

.Mr. I'ielding informed Mr. Maedon- 
nel Cl'oronto South) that It was the 
intention of the minister of finance 
to Introduce this session an aniend- 
rhent to the bank act, or a revision 
thereof, containing a renewal of tho 
bank charters, which expire In 1911, 
with a view of affording the publican 
opportunity to consider any propoBOd 
amendments which might bo thought 
deslralile, bi'tween the present s(!ssion. 
and the iii!Xt session of parliament. 

Mr. Fielding informed ?,lr. l'"o.ster 
that till! total subscriptions of jirovin- 
cial governments and private indivi- 
duals lo the battlefields funds wan 
$•150,188 up to January 31 last.

The querjtion of cold storage w-as the 
main subjec; of discussion yesterday, 
though IP the afternoon the auostlon 
of Insi.oetion and regulations also 
came ui), and It appeared to bo the 
sense of the gathering that the Wash- 
Ipgton yi'ov/ors had an unfair advan- 
tage throuFh not being compelled to 
comply wit .1 the regulatlpns binding on 
the lu'.'al irrowers. Mr. Stout of the 
i)omlnio.»4 ISxpreas Co. announced that 
this season his company would make 
the oxiierlment ot handling soft fruit, 
a statement which was received with 
a)5i)lauso. 

The question of e(J-op.-ratlvc ex- 
elianges was then lirst taken ui) and 
discussed at length. -Mr. Campbell 
spoke In favor of the e.\eliange.s, fol- 
lowed by Mr, Metcalf, who urged the 
formation of district unions which 
could later be merged into a central 
association. Mr. Aletealf spoke also 
of tile ruinous competition by .lapan- 
cso wlio were at the mercy ot the coni- 
mlssion men and were given very low 
prices, lie thought tlH! unions could 
buy up the output of the Japanese. 

J. Arnold, of Chilllwack, thought It 
a pity to droi) the Idea of a central ex- 
change, which altliougli not altogether 
KLiccesstuI, iiad bought experience, and 
should be continued. Growers In his 
district could sell all they supjilled In 
Vancouver, but he thought a central 
organization should bo formed to con- 
trol prices. 

R. Bryden, Saanlch, referred to the 
local association and its work, which 
had been successful. He thought 
growers should unite to secure the best 
market for their jiroduct. 

Need of Cold Storage Plants 
F. W. Peters, assistant to the second 
vice-president of the C P. R., who was 
called upon, said he would defer any 
statement he wished to make and ask- 
ed that Mr. Proctor of Nelson be heard. 
Jlr, Proctor spoke of the necessity of 
cold storage plants for the marketing 
of fruit. The C. P. R. might aid at the 
inception of the Idea. One of the main 
reasons of the failure of successfully 
marketing fruit was because of de- 
terioration In transportation. At Ite- 
gina, Calgary and other distributing 
centres, cold storage plants where fruit 
could bo unloaded and kept properly, 
and not forced on the market at any 
price the dealer would i)ay to prevent 
loss would solve the question of mar- 
kt^tiiiK the fruit. He had noticed when 
travelling between Moosejuw and 
Medicine Hat that good fruit was sold 
In that vicinity and found that it was 
Iccpt untir marketed in cold storage at 
Moosej.'i.w. He thought the cold stor- 
agi; jiropositlon was one to 'bO consid- 
ered i,r once, and the govfernnient 
mighi a.ss-st.

Favored District Organization 
Mr, Hitclile, of Pcaehli' nd, Okanagan, 
.salii li(! was convinced o,' the necessity 
I'f cold storage jilants iiicl felt that the 
fj-uit industry would never be ii suc- 
cess until they were secu-eck. 'i'lie free 
cooling pliints useil In California of- 
fered a good Idea to cii])y. lb; thought 
the V.inc was not yet ripe for a cen- 
liai crejanlzatlon In 13. C. It was liet- 
ter to have district organization wlileli 
'vould afterward merge Into a central 
organizatioi' , Speaking as a poach- 
(rrower he said Jio W£\s convinced that 
iliy- o.P FOachland c,nuid beat llie 
worKi ;n growing .peaches, both with 
ri f '.rd to quality and flavor. Tho last 
two years , ho. had been, ehgaged In tho 
canning Ihduistrv. iind' was' ' ocAiVince'd 
tliat It would solve the fruit-growing 



industry to a large extont. There was 
a great future for fruitgrowing, of that 
be felt sure, and felt that if tlio C. P, 
K, would give better freight rates on 
the material used and manufactured 
output of the cauners tlio industry 
would receive a (jreat stimulus, 

.Mr. Smith, of Sahnon Arm, sjioko ot 
the dumping of Anic'rlcan fruit of poor 
gr.ade Into tlie Northwest. The fruit 
sold by Americans in the urairle prov- 
inces would never be allowed to leave 
fcjalmon Arm. It was sold as B. C. 
fruit at low jirlces, ami lie thought ^hc 
fruit marks act should bo better en- 
forced, 

Mr. Robertson, of the Central Fruit 
B-vciiange, said the question o£ niar- 
ketlns the fruit was a great problem. 
He thought t(iie q.ucHt!on of express 
and freigiit rates not worth taking in- 
to account. As regards co-operation, 
Individuals who could drt so might find 
It of benefit to work singly, but co- 
operation was absolutely necessary for 
the amall grower. He referred to the 
success ot co-oporatlon under govern- 
ment supervision of the dairymen of 
Alberta; but thought the fruit busi- 
ness could not bo handled In the same 
way. The arrangement of the price 
by a suporvlabry board was Imprac- 
ticable, as tho goods were too perish- 
able and quick action was necessary, 
Tho local organization was, though, 
indisponslbic until the growers were 
prejiared to ivut the business of selling 
their output into nue man's bauds 
wlilcli they were not i)rei)ared to do. 
If they were they would save millions 
of dollars. Jlr. Woodford, the gen- 
eral manager of the California Fruit- 
growers' association had s.ikl the fruit 
growing business In California would 
have met with disaster if growers bad 
not forced into co-operatlon. This was 
done on the prlMcl]ial that the grower 
assigned bis crop to thi- local associa- 
tion and the local association contract- 
ed with the central association to 
handle all the output. Against the 
ojierations of the ct'Utr.al inunagonient 
the Individual bad no recourse. Local 
organizations hi Urltlsii Columbia 
should be ijcrfi'cted llrst. 

AVitli regard to strawberries, Jlr. 
Robertson explalnc'd the situation 
which (existed at Vancouver last year. 
After the market had been glutted in 
less tiiau five day.M 1(1,000 crates \verc 
put on the Seattl'^ market and Jobbers 
were asked by a long distance tele- 
phone from .Seattle to t;ike delivery at 
any ]>rice as low as I'lO cents a crate. 
'I'liis had residted in tlie low jirlces 
obtained for strawberries last year. 

Mr. Brydon, of .Saaiiich, called at- 
tention to the necessity of more at- 
tention being paid to growing, 
Mr. Peters in Reply. 
F. W. Peters, of tlio C. P. R„ said 
many Interesting statements had been 
made by the various speakers. He 
agreed with those who spuke of the 
necessity of jn'ompt transportation 
ind good refrigeration and would 
speak further on that subject at a 
ator time, government cold storage 
In the pralrli' di.strkts at central 
lioliits which could be used by tlu; luib- 
lic, by the union or wholesaler, woiUd, 
bo eonslderi'd, offer niueh aid to the 
industry. spoke of how, at tiie 

reipiest of the C. P. R., .-uid .assisted 
by them .Mr. R. W. Palmer bad toiu-ed 
thrcnigh B. i'. and on bis rejiorl the i,'. 
P. R. bad revised thi'lr tariff (Ui fruit, 
ami started tludr llrsl r<>frlgerated ear 
service, a service which the\- h.ad since 
been trying to lmi)rove. The govern- 
ment ha>l hniught an expert from l.'al- 
Ifornla .UKi the C. P. U. bad paid his 
exiii-nses and furnished tr;insi)ortatlon 
to instruct growers regarding packing, 
and the company were prepared in 
every way to assist the development 
of the Industry. 

-An adjouriimeiit was then taken un- 
til L'.30 p.m.

In Ibc aftio-niion, lui a resolution 
asklii.r i''e VA'.ll. t.i start a. number of 
eoldstorage uanhouses in the north- 
west, .Mr, Peters objected to starting 
eoldstorage jilants at tlic different 
stations, as in that case the railway 
would have to jirovlde accommodatioii 
for all cl.-issrs ol goods, no m;itter 
wliere they eai'ie from.

He also held out suggestions uf a 
barge on (Jkaiiagan lake. 

Mr. Palmer: "Is not tho C.P.R. in- 
terusted In elevators';" 

Mr. Peters: "Only at terminal points 
and not at transfers." 

It was suggested that tho govprn- 
nient be coupled with the C.P.R. In th.e 
request, but Maxwell Smith thought it 
inadvisable to mix the two up to- 
gether, and the amendment was with- 
drawn.

^Vhtit progress Is being mado on the 
Installation of tho now waterworks 
system, and improvements to Elk Lake 
were outlined to the city council last 
nlglit by Arthur L. Adams, tlio city's 
water expert, wlio arrived in tho city 
on IMuiulay on one of his regular trips 
of inspection. It was over two months 
since air. Adams was In tlie city last 
and to .'5e\-eral of tlie mi^mbcrs of this 
year's eouncli he was a stranger. 
Mayor Hull introduced him to tlie new 
members at the same slating that ?.Ir. 
Adams had boon jiresent at the jiublic 
nleeting held on Moiuluy evening and 
doubtless lie then received many valu- 
able hints as to the situation here with 
regard to the water. 

Mr. Adains admitted that lie had 
listened to the arguments advanced 
at the meeting but he was l'(U-ced to 
confess that so fur as the legal status 
of the city relative to the water ciues- 
tlon is cnncerni'd lU' was still Ignorant. 
Legal technicalities were liiirdly in his 
line. 

iMr. Adams tlien outlined the pro- 
gress made on the new system. The 
worli is going ahead In good shaiie. 
Aluch time was lost In January owing 
to tile cold weather. The high level 
tank on St. Charles street will be fin- 
ished by the latter part of this ..iiontli. 
Tho work done on thiit structure is 
quite satisfactory and tho tank will bo 
a splendid structure. He had hoped 
that the cost of tho tank would have 
been Within the estimate of $10,500, 
but delay in the arrival of material 
and the cold weather had added to the 
cost of construction though he believ- 
ed that any extra cost can be moro 
than made up on some other part of 
the system. ^ 

Some Delay. 
The Srfiith's Hill reservoir, Mr. 
Adams stated. Is being constructed at 
a good rate. Here' too, cold weather 
had interfered,' Last year lie had ex- 
pected to have all tho rock removed 
by March 1. Tho blasting has all been 
done In tho concrete walls and bot- 
tom. The iiocessary plant for this 
work Is now being installed. The con- 
crete work will start In about ten days. 
The excavating of the rock has proved 
soine\,hat inure expensive than was 
expected. Insl(;ad of solid rook, as 
was expected, it has been found that 
tile rock is latersper.sed With earth 
wlileh rendered the operation of blast- 
ing more dilllcult. Jiowevor, the work 
would, he believed, be done within the 
estimate. The lower cost of sand and 
cement this year would result In a 
considerablo saving. 

Delay has taken place In the manu- 
facture of the steel rivetted pipe. This 
pipe was to have been ready by De- 
cember 31, but another six weeks will 
be required. However this delay will 
not make any Important dil'i^erence as 
tho .ground has not been in a condi- 
tion to permit of the layhig , of the 
main. About lliOO feet, of big main 
from the Dake is In jiositlon and after 
the weather becomes more setlled 
rapid work can be done. With some 
Iiushing on the work of laying the 
steel main and at Smith's Hill, tho 
programme as ouiillned last fall will 
1)0 carried out and llie Increased water 
service will be had by the end jf June. 
The pumping machinery at the North 
Dairy Farm has be(ai installed and by 
the end of the jiresent week the con- 
nection can be made wltli tin; main. 
The machinery at the Yates street 
pumping station Is also in place. The 
electrical control has not yet been In- 
stalled but that is not necessary until 
tho tank is ready for oijeratloii. 

-Mr. Adams stated that on t^ie whole 
he was quite satisfied with the pro- 
gress of the work and he was sure that 
the actual cost would tome within the 
estimates. He saw no reason why the 
pump at the North Dairy station 
should not be put into service as soon; 
as possible. Its operation will mean 
the cutting In two of the fuel bill now- 
being paid for the operation of tho old 
pumps. 

Elk Lake Improvements 

The Elk Lake improvements have 
been completed by means o.f. which 
tho surfaeo of the - lake .'WlU be raised 
three and one-half f6et. At present 
the surface of tho loke ls 22 Inches be- 
low high water mark and two Indies 
below the level of this date a year ago, 
but a foot higher than this time two 
years ago. There will doubtless bo ad- 
ditional raii.s 111 this mdii'tli 'and the 
quantity of water In the lake will tliuK 
be increased. He did not think the 
city need worry a's to a shortage, as 
with tho Introduction of the nioter.s. 
tlie \vast<^ of water this sunlnier will 
be greatly cu- called. If Liie water 
shoold get too low for the lilter beds 
there Is a plant at the lake by whieli 
the water can be lifted to the beds. 

To a question from Alderman Itoss, 
Mr; Adams snid he doubted very much 
if Prospect Lake could be utilized for 
an additional supply. The water would 
i ave to bo pumped, which would mean 
a largo additional expense, whilo the' 
supiily would not bo largo enough to' 
warrant the outlay. Elk lake will sup- 
lily the needs of the city very well, 
during the period the city is negotiat- 
ing for another source of supply. The 
amount being sjient on KUc Lake is 
about $30,000, indepondont of the 
amount Ixdng expcnidod on the instal- 
lation of a new distribution system, 
reseri'oir, high level tank and other 
liniirovoments. These latter linprove- 
nieiits an. an .-ibsoUite nenossit.\- no 
matter from ".vlial 'Source the city se- 
cures Its supply. Tlie difference in 
fixed charges between the presont sys- 
tem as it will be when coniiilelod and' 
tho fixed charges when Sooko Lake 
system Is installed will ihe returned in 
about two j'ears. 

The improvement of Elk Lake puts 
the city In a .strong position when tho 
time comes for negotiations for an- 
other eourcG of supply. If the city, 
were without any adoqimte source of 
supply It would find when It oamo to 
negotiate for another source of supply 
that it would have to neeept a mncii 
harder barg.aln than It will have to do 
when it is In a posUion to supply it- 
self for some time. 

:\Ir. Adams' report was neceiited 
with satisfaction iiy the rouiioil. Tio- 
yond adopting tho rejiort of the 
Streets, Tlrldpes md Sewers commit- 
tee no other busine.-is ^^•nf! done by tho 
eouncil. 

Committoo Rep.ort 

Tho Streets committee report was 
adopted as follows:

In some manner unknown he lost his 
footing as he was .about to climb over 
tho bulwark on to the deck. In his 
fall he must have struck his head 
against some projecting object, for 
though ho was a good swimmer he 
hardly made a struggle to safe hlm- 
HCU'. Ho sank almost immediately. 

.A telephone message to the police 
station brought Chief of Police Lang- 



ley, Sergeant Carson a;id Constable 
Fry to tho spot. Grappling irons wore 
procured and an attempt made to diaa 
tho liarbor, a task which was render- 
ed almost impossible owing to the 
p*,-n'bf,r of cables to which are anclioi- 
cd the schooners in . the vlcinlt.y. It 
was possible to drag hut a few foot In 
any direction before the grappling 
irons fouled on an anchor. After near- 
ly two hours dragging tho work had to 
bo discontinued. 

Nickerson, wliO:iwas a man of about 
38 yea1rs,;of agft. waff ijtomarrled. ",0£ 
late he 'had been lodging th a c'ablri,' in 
the Harbor Cabins, Store street, at the 
(foot .of I f .'rald street.

Almost daily wo hear of Homctliiiig 
fi-ratifyiiiK- in connection with tlie fruit 
g-rowing indu.stry in British Columbia. 
■Not only our own neoplo but those of 
other countries find especially of the 
T'i'iiiod Klnedom, ure beginning to 
ro.ilizi' tliat it Is one of the greatest 
potential sources of wealth in this 
western province. The consumption 
of northern fruit is prowing at an en- 
ormous rate. Canada oonsumos a vast 
<inantlty; the United Kingdom seems 
able to take an unlimited amount; the 
Kuropean market is a ver\- large one, 
and there is growing up a demand in 
the Orient, which the productiveness 
of our orchards will be taxed, to . Its 
utmost to supply. Under these cir- 
cumstances we are glad to know that 
this industry holds a very prominent 
place in the estimation of the .provin- 
cial government. Naturally the Pre- 
mier himself is not the foremost of tho 
Ministers in the inind of the puhlic, 
when matters relfiting to agriculture

THE WATER QUESTION 

The Colonkst has been oskeil if the 
city lias forfeited any rights conferred 
:by the Act of 1873. The city has not, 
In our opinion, forfeited anything. 
The legislature in 1892 conferred cer- 
tain rights upon the Esnulmalt \Vater 
Works company, and the comiiany has 
exercised those rights, Tho view of 
tho Colonist is that, If the exercise of 
those rights by the company has cre- 
ated a situation which limits the oper- 
ation of tho Act of ]S7.'i, that limita- 
tion extends no further than the con- 
crete thing which the company may 
■have taken to Itself under the Act of 
1802. Let IKS try and make our mean, 
irig ijlaln. If after tin: passage of tho 
Act of 1892 the company luul done 
nothing at all, tho right of thdjlclty to 




appropriate the Eaquimalt wate^-shed 
could not have been called in question. 
But the company under tho authority 
of the Act of 1892 established a plant, 
on the watershed. The establishment 
of this plant may limit the operation 
of the city's authority under the Act 
of 1873, but If It doeai Bo;,tho limit ex- 
tends only to exchiSe from the opera- 
tion of trio Act of 1873 what the com- 
l.'nny lias actually talcen Into its 
possession. It has been suggested on 
behalf of tho company tliat the Act of 
1892 gave U everything on Qoldstream 
which the city Imd not at that time 
taken, and as tlie city had taken nbtli- 
Ing, that the company has obtained 
everything. Our position la Just the 
other way about, namely that the com- 
pany only received authority umler the 
Act of ISSli; to make use of the GoU- 
stream watershed, and that It tho city's 
rights are limited at all they oro only 
limited as far as tho company have 
used that authority. 

A correspondent asks if the right uf 
the city to tak'i the released water un- 
der any conditions haa not been denied 
by the Privy Council. We think not. 
Our understanding of the judgment of 
that body i« that it turned upon tlie 
construction of the Water Clauses Act, 
and that the Act of 1873 waa only 
mentioned for the purpose of showing 
that the decision did not determine the 
the i-Uy's rights iindi-r il. Witliout 
attempting to analyse the judgment in 
that case, we may say that It seems 
obvious that no one ought to have a 
right to stake -water within an area 
over which the city and the company 
were given certain concurrent rights 
Of appropriation under special statutes. 

In regard to the legislation now be- 
fore tho Houae, it occurs to us that 
the city should state specifically what 
rights it desires to have reaffirmed, 
If a general section reafllrtning tho 
rights of 1873 Is passed, that might bo 
regarded as a legislative declaration 
that the rights confeiTcd by that Act 
have been in some way lessened, and 
a nice legal question might arise as to 
what a general reaffirmation meant. 
The city authorities presumably know 
Ju:jt what rights ought to be reaflirni- 
ed, and we suggest that the legislature 
slinuUI make the reafflrmatlon specific, 
not general. There has been quite 
enough litigation 'already over this 
■matter, and while the legislature is 
about It why would It not be well to 
have it define exactly what powers tho 
city has'.' The city and the company 
both would be gainers thereby.

AN OBJECT LESSON 

In a winao-w on Tate.i street Is an 
c.Nhibltion of Noolka marble. It is 
one of singular beauty. The color is 
the lirst thing to catch tlie eye. Closer 
inspection discloses the size and uni- 
formity of structure of the blocks and 
slabs; yet closer examination will show 
that tho texture of the stoiio is .such 
as to i)erniit of a high finish and its 
being cut to knife edges. A\'lieii a year 
or two ago it was suggested that the 
inarblo o£ Vancouver Island was like- 
ly to become a valiiable article of com- 
merce, the old cry was raised. Can 
any good thing come out of .NTazareth '.' 
it was another case of the Pacific 
Coast whales. First objection: They 
are not whales; second objection, if 
they are whales, there are only a few 
of them; third objection. If they are 
whales and they are numerous, they 
will not yield any oil -jr anything else 
of value. "Why, sold the Pessimist, 
don't you suppose that If they were 
whales, and were to be found In any 
considerable number and were worth 
anything to commerce after they were 
caught, some one would not have been 
catching them long ago? This by the 
way was .'he kind of objection raised 
by a prominent public man once upon 
a time when asked to take up the de- 
velopment of Vancouver Island. He 
said that if the Island was aa good as 
people thought It was, it would havi^ 
been developed long ago. It was .iIhj 
of the same kind as what they tolil 
Caiitain Aloore when he said therr 
wus gold in the Yid-ioii a dirzen ycais 
ago. It It had been there, the Pes.sl- 
niist said. It would have been found 
long ago. So when people began to 
talk about Vancouver Island marble, 
the Pessimists said that It was not 
really marble; then they said that if 
it was niarldc;, it would he all cracked 
up so as to be of no use whatever; 
and then they said that It did not exist 
in sulllclent quantity to be of any 
Kcrvlc(! at all. When It was ."^liown to 
Ijc iiiarlj|(-, Lu lie. present iji (luaiillly 
and not to be so fractured us to In- 
leii'less, they said it would bo too soil 
to be of any use wliatever. But some 
pcoiilc il(;clincd to b(t convinced of 
llu-se tilings. 'I'hey were not from 
.Ml.ssourl, but they wanted to be shown 
before tjiey would believe that thi: 
marlilo was of no commercial value, 
and so they put their hands down in 
their ijockets and iiroceeded to sliow 
themselves the truth. They convinced 
thomsi^lves and t-vciyoiic- else tliat til'.- 
Pessimist was wrong, aa lie is likely 
to be wrong In every case that arises. 
The result is that a fine Industry has 
been inaugurated, one that will make 
the name of Nootka known far and 
wide, will stimulate other people to 
jirovo for themselves what tho wealth 
of Vancouver Island really- Is and, we 
hope, make money for tho onorgetiu 
and courageous men who resolved to 
test things for themselves.

THE OpiUM CONFERENCE 

The Opium Conference at Shang- 
hai, at which the British government 
was represented by Mr. iSIackenzie 
King, iins concluded its session, and 
has placed Its conclusions before the 
public in the form of ■nine resolutions. 
If these resolutions are acted upon in 
good faith by all the governments, 
which were represented at the Con- 
ference, a very great deal will be ac- 
comiillshed towards the suppression of 
the use of this destroying drug. The 
fact that this conference has met in 
China and that tho government of that 
country Is foremost in urging the nar- 
row re.strlctlon of the use of the drug 
is a very slgnlilcant thing, for it shows 
a development of . China's position 
among tlie nations which would not 
have been thought possible a few 
years ago. Wc append a summary of 
the resolutions: 

The first recognizes the un.swerviiig 
sincerity of the Chinese government's 
efforts to sujipresH tile (jplum tralllc, 
and the real, tlnnigh uinMiual, progress 
already madi\ 

In tile seeonil the commission llnds 
that unrestricted niorphlne traliic con- 
stitutes a gra\-e danger, and that the 
morphine h;il)lt shows signs of .spread- 
ing; and ur.gcs upon all go vi-rnuu-.nts 
the importance of drastic measures to 
control tlie manufacture, sale and dis- 
tribution of morplilm- and other no;ii- 
OU8 deiivatives of opium. 

The third resolution reco.nimends a 
scientific Investigation of so-called 
Opium remedies. 

The fourth resolution seta fr)rth tliat 
as each government has strict laws 
for the prevention oC smuggling of 
opium, all countries should adopt rea- 
sonable measures to previ^nt the slilj)- 
nicnt of opium or its derlvutlves to 
any country which prohibits their en- 
try. 

The fifth exhorts the delegates to 
Influence, as tar as possible, their own 
governments to take steps for tlie 
gradual suppression of oiilum smoking 
In their own territories respectively. 

The sixth urges the dlltoront gov- 
ernments to further examine into their 
systems for the regulation of the traf- 
fic in tho light of experience of other 
countries. 

The commission urges, in thei 
scventli resolution, all governments 
posscsaing concessions or settlements 
in China, who have. not yet closed the 
opium dons, to take such steps to that 
end. 

In tho eighth it recommends that 
such governments enter into negotia- 
tions with China to ensure the adop- 
tion of effective and prompt mea- 
sures to prohibit opium trafllc In these 
concessions and settlements. 

Finally, it recommends that each 
government apply Its pharmacy laws 
to its subjects In the consular dis- 
tricts, concessions and settlements In 
China. 



The Liberals have won a by-clec- 
tlon in Scotland, but It Is sigiiilieant 
that the majority polled hy their can- 
didate was much less than was ob- 
tained by the Liberal candidate at the 
general elections.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



A writer In a Nancy paper relates 
the story ol the discovery of Constant 
Coquelin by M. Porte, director of the 
Lycee de Nancy, and formerly princi- 
pal of the College at Boulogne-sur- 
.Mer, The boy .Coquetjin recited a scene 
■frdm Cornellle's "Horace" with such 
'grandeur and with such histrionic 
powet that M. Porte was. astounded. 
The master lost no time in calling up- 
. on M. COqueliiH to apprise bira of his 
i_ son's ability^ and t6' ui^e him to send 
.the boy to the Conservatoire de Paris. 
■The modest baker said such a project 
was impossible on account of the res 
Rngusta. The Atuniclpal Council was 
appealed to to find a bursary, and tho 
appeal was not in vain. Its justifica- 
tion is seen from the result. M. Porte 
told tho story in 1870, and his protege 
was then celebrated. 

Attention is being directi^'1 to the 
neglected condition of tho monument 
in Larbert Churchyard of James Bruco 
ot Kinnalrd, "Abyssinia Bruce," the 
tamous eighteenth-century traveller. 
For some time Bruce' was a wino mer 
chant in London, but in 1763 was made 

, consul-general at Algiers. In 17GS he 
set out from Cairo on his famous jour- 
ney to Abyssinia by the Nile, Assouan, 
the Red Sea, and Massowah. In 1770 
lie was at G^ndar. After extraordin- 
ary adventures and hardship^ he was 
back in this country in 1774, His book 

..^''Travels to Discover the Sources of 
the Nile," was published in 1790, and it 
contained such curious accounts of 
tho manners of tho Abysalnians that 
by many. Dr. Johnson included, hla 
tales were set down as fabrications, 
but later travellers strongly conflr.Tied 
Ills general accuracy. Bruce died in 
1794 from injurlca received by .ailing 
downstairs. 

: I -The Brandenburger Thor, through 
. ..wliio^i^ing'. £<dward drove on iila way 
y to the Royal Palace, was, says the 
, ■Westminster Qassette, built at a cost 
ot £75,000 in the early years of the 
French Beirolution. It is an imljiition 
' 'of the Propylaea at Athens, but on a 
larger scale, and is considered, next to 
tho Arc do I'Etolle, the finest trlum- 
pha.1, gateway in modern Europe. Tho 
four-horse car of Victory on tho top, 
by Schadow, waa carried off by Na- 
jioleon as a trophy after the battle of 
Jena, but waa recovered by the Prus- 
sians in 1814. The eagle and the iron 
•'"cross were added then. 

The Paris police ha ve recently aclzod 
a consignment of oranges from B.-irce- 
lona. The cases not only contained 
or.'inges, but bo.se coin to the face 
value of £120 In one, two, and five 
franc pieces. It seems that tho oranges 
were, consigned from Barcelona by 
one Chatelain to one Boehe In Paris. 
Chatelain as Such, was,- In Barcelona 
at the despatch, and In Farld was 
Roche reajdy to receive the oranges. 
He has . been arrested, but disclaims 
a.11 criminal intent.

'cpln's utterances — the speech at the 

'■■ Inauguration of the cemetery, on the 
battlofleld of -Gottysburs.- Its- sub.' 

;stance expresses tho American view 
pi iiincoln according to which ho la 
one of Amorlca'a two greatest men, 

■ tW other . being of course Washington. 
To ua it seems that, fine as Washing- 

•ton's character was, and remarkable 
as was his achievement, there is a 
lack of perspective and of proportion 
in putting him on a level with Lincoln. 

■ Tlio Kentucky "rall-splltter" waa a 
man of uncouth ways and homely 
Svords; a backwoodsman and a aelf- 
Vnade man could not have the Inbred 
rellnement of a gentleman of tho days 
of tho ancient regime. Accordingly

•the true magnlllccncg of America's 
\grcafost man.

Tatla Lake is the : source of the 
Chllancoh river, a tributary of tho 
Chllcotln. Its outlet is crossed by the 
Bute Inlet railway survey at a point 
190 miles from Frederick Arm. The 
elevation there above sea level is 
2,ySG I'cct. Surrounding Tatla Lake is 
a grazing region, which I am told 
extends a considerable distance to tho 
west, that is towards the source of tho 
lileena-XClene river, which Hows Into 
the head of Knight Inlet. The railway 
survey extends from this point south- 
west to Bute Inlet by way of tho 
Honiathco volley. I am Informed that 
a much easier route and-.through bet- 
ter country would be found by going 
in a more westerly direction so us to 
reach, the e^t fork of the Kleena-Klcne 
river and by following this to the 
head of Knight Inlet. As far as can 
bo judged from measurements on tho 
niap the distance from crossing of tho 
Chllancoh to the head of Knight Inlet 
Is shorter than to the head of Bute 
Inlet. In other words, it Is represented 
to mo lhat this is tho shortest and 
easiest route through the Coast Range 
to the coast anywhere between Bur- 
rard Inlet and tho Bella Coola. On 
the Jtlier hand the route, which a rail- 
way would have to take from the head 
of Knight Inlet to Blenkinsop Bay, 
might bo somewhat longer than from 
tho head of Bute Inlet to Frederick 
Ann. Tho difference would not bu 
great from the crossing of the Chll- 
nacoh to tho i)olnt from which ferry 
connection would be made with the 
Island, and my information Is that 
tho whole route via Knight Inlet wouhl 
be more favorable and less expensive 
than that via Bute 'Inlet. I find on 
looking at tlie chart, whereon I hjivo 
noted information given, me from time 
to time about this part of the province, 
that at the head (>f ICnight Inlet there 
is a tract of good land estimated to 
contain about 10,000 acres. The rail- 
way would follovv the eastern shore of 
Knight Inlet; and I note that the sum- 
mits here are a mile Ctr more from tho 
coast. The shore is less precipitous 
than that of Bute Inlet, and tho shad- 
ing on tho charts Is in keeping with 
what I am told by persons, who know 
tho Inlet well, namely that except at 
ono or two points railway construction 
would not be very costly. Tho road 
would follow the Inlet between 25 and 
30 miles, or as far us Glendalo Cove, 
from which point It would ascend a 
short river to Tom Browne Lake, at 
tho head of which I find noted 'good 
land." Thence the route would l)e 
across country to the head of Neville 
Inlet, where I also aee "good land" 
noted, and thence by tho most feasible 
route to Blenkinsop Bay. I am told 
that there are no serious obstacle in 
tho way of railway construction from 
Tom Browne Lake to Blenkinsop Bay. 
The distance from the Lake to tho 
Bay would be under 20 miles. The 
summits marked on tho chart do not 
indicate a high, average love!, but on 
the contrary suggest the existence of 
low valleys between hills of moderate 
altitude. 

Examination Suggested. 

I have given above such information 
as has boon given me by tho various 
people with whom I havo discussed 
tlila possible route for a railway. 
Doubtless there are many iiersons who 
can cast a good deal of useful light on 
tho subloct, and I sliould bo glad If 
any such would say if their Informa- 
tion would, in their opinion, justify 
the examination of the. routo as one 
wticreby a railway can be brouglit 
"from the Plains of Alberta to tlie 
porta of Vancouver Island," to quoiu 
the report of the Royal Commission 
on Transportation. I am told that a 
recognizance survey, by a party of 
three or four people, one of them com- 
petent to take elevations, would oc- 
cujiy leas than six weeks and .would 
not coat more than $600; but even in 
the cost would be greater than that 
suiii. It might prove to be money very 
well spent, for If It disclosed such u 
route as I have been informed Is avail- 
able, the advantage of tho Information 
to the people of Vancouver Island 
would be very great indeed. If it Is 
true, as I am led, to believe, that a 
better route tlian that vi;i Bute Inlet 
— which is not an objectionable one 
by any means — is to be found from tho 
interior platcati of British Columbia 
to tho sea coast, through a region 
where there may be 30,000 acres and 
more of land suitable to settlement, 
and reaching tide water at a point 
only two miles from the opposite ahoro 
Of Vancouver Island, within a rudlua 
of 75 miles from which are several' 
admirable ocean seaports, surely tho 
fact la worth ascertaining, and If it 
proves to be a fact, surely It will have 
a very important bearing on the deter- 
mination of future routes of transpor- 
tation. 

Some Companative Distances. 
When railway connection witii Van- 
couver Island la spoken of, and the 
queatlon is regarded from the trans- 
continental point of view, it is neces- 
sary to select some point east of the 
Rocky Mountains as a centre common 
to competing routes. For this pur- 
pose I havo selected Edmonton, and 
for several reasons. One is that the 
Information accumulated during n;- 
oent years as to the adaptability of 
tho prairie region for colonization 
shows that tho po.sitlr)n of Kdiiionton 
Is more nearly central lli.i}! ,ir.y jiolnt 
further south. Another reason Is that 
Edmonton la already a jioint in com- 
mon to throe lines of railway, Tho 
Canadian Pacific, tlie Canadian Nor- 
tliein and the Gr.and Trunk Pacillc. 
Three routes were surveyed by tho 
Canadian government as available for 
tho Cimadlan PacUlc between Edmon- 
ton atul tho head of Bute Inlet. They 
all cross tho Chll.aneoh at the sumo 
point, and hence would bo utilized by 
a line of railway terminating at Blen- 
kinsop I!ay. All these routes enter 
tho province by way of Yeiloiv Head 
Pass. 

Routo No. 1 was surveyed in 1876, Seo 
Report on the- Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, 1877, pages 261 et seq. It follows 
the Fraser northwesterly 18X miles 
(the route taken by the Grand Trunk 
Padlflo), and extends from Fort George 
to Bute Inlet, the distance from Yollow 
Head Pass to Predericlt. Arm beinp 
ED" miles. 

Route No. 2 was surveyed by H. P. 
Bell for the government of British 
Columbia In 1S95. See fjcssional Pa- 
pers for 1S9G, pngc-fl 775 et seij. It 
follows the Fraser valley northwest- 
erly 119 miles and thenco extends hi 
a general southwesterly direction to 
Bute Inlet, the distance to Frederick 
Arm from Yellow Head Pass bellig 
528 Tnlles. 

Routo No, 3 was surveyed for tho 
Canadian PaciTic before 1S7I, and for 
a Fommary reference to It reference 
may bo made to the Progres.s Report 
for IST'l, pages 18 and 19. It extends 
southerly from Yellow Head Pass to 
tho Thompson river, which it follows 
until near the mouth of the Clear'-* 



water, and thenco extends, in a general 
west.-rly direction to Bute Inlet, The 
distance from Yellow .Head Pass to 
Frederick Arm ' by,- this 'jrpute ; IS 605 
miles. Tho distanceV.frijfm. Edmonton 
to, Yellow Head PstssyssputjlbjrjMarcu.S; 
Smith at 251, "miles. v HeajjQj^svre' have 
the distance from .tednionton ' to'Fredi 
crick Arm by these- routes na follows:

ANOTHER SITTING ON 
WATEH CLAUSES ACl 

House Considered forty Sec 
tions of Lengthy Bill Yes- 
terday 



Two bills wore passed, and forty 
more sections of the iiUernilnable Wa- 
ter Clauses Act were eonsUlered in 
committee in the legislature yesterday. 

The bills were tho amendments to 
the Jurors' Act (the attorney-general) 
and the bill to amend the Dltchua and 
\N ater Courses Act, 1907 (the attorney- 
general V 

In the consideration of tho Water 
Clauses bill .ah interesting debate 
arose over the advisability of giving 
the right of appeal from the decision 
of the board of Investigation appoint- 
ed to look Into existing water records. 
Tho chief commissioner was of opinion 
that no right of appeal should be given, 
but he left the matter to the discre- 
tion of the House. On motion uf .Mr. 
JMcPhillliJS (The islands) an amend- 
ment was passed givnig the right of 
appeal to the full court, and to the hu- 
i>reme court when the latter has been 
established. 

Attorney-General Bowser, on behalf 
of Mr. Koss (Ferule) introduced a bill 
for the relief of the inuiiiclpal corpor- 
ation of the city of Fernie. 

The resolutions reported from com- 
mittee of supply .on 'February 24, 25, 
and 26 were read the third time and 
agreed to. Tlie House then resolved 
us(^if intu a committee of ways and 
means, and Mr. Tatiow road tho esti- 
mates, asking for a total sum of $ti,- 
099,537.12. The report was adopted. 

The minister of linance introduced 
the suDply bill. The bill was referred 
to the" committee of the whole house, 
and was read the lirst time. 

The attorney-general's bill to amend 
the Jurors' Act was read tho third 
tune and passed. 

The rejiort on the attorney-generars 
bill to amend the Ditches and Water 
Courses Act, 1907, was adopted and the 
bill was read the third time and pass- 
ed. 

Division on Report 

The report on the attorney-generars 
bill to amend the law of vendor and 
purchaser and to simplify titles was 
held up for a time while the member 
for Nanaimo sought information. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte (Nanalmo) 
said that the clause making recitals of 
fact contained in deeds twenty years 
old should be taken 'as prima facie evi- 
dence would sti'ike d. -blow at settlers 
in the E. & N. railway belt, Who hiid 
been In pos'session or their land for 
over twenty years. Under this clause 
the railway might evict these settlers 
under old deeds. 

Mr. Bowser said the clause would 
not apply to tlie case mentioned. Tlio 
clause was copied from tlie Englisli 
law, the Ontario law, and the Manito- 
ba law. 

Jlr. MrPhllllps (The Islands) said 
that twenty yeara' possession would 
also be accepted as prima .facie evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte insisted on a 
division and the. report was adopted, 
ftlesara. Hall, Kagloson, Jones, Jardlne, 
Williams, Mclnnls and Hawthorn- 
thwalte voting against, while the rest 
of the House was in favor. The report 
was adopted 29 to 7. 

The AVater Clauses Act was consid- 
ered In committee of the whole House. 

A debate arose over the clause pro- 
viding that the decision of the board 
of Investigation should bo linal, admit- 
ting ot no apiioal. Mr. Macdonald 
(llossland) said it was evidently de- 
signed to prevent disputes dragging 
along from court to court. He held 
that apijeals were necessary because 
they held tho lower courts up to the 
mark, and it was possildo for a court 
to go wrong bol;h on (luestions of law 
and questions of fact. He said tliat 
there should be at least the right of 
appeal on questions of law. 

Mr. Fulton said that U was his per- 
sonal idea that there should be no ap- 
peal, but he had decided to leave that 
matter to the House. Tho commission 
was more of a Jury than a court. The 
-questions to be determluKl were ques- 
tions of fact alone. The board must 
get all possil)le data before adjudicat- 
ing on any dl.siiute He could hardly 
sec where a fpiestion of law could 
come In. There was tho danger of 
long del.ay and i?.X])en.so In a])i)eals an<l 
a company uMth large interests miglit 
use the right of api)eal to tiio great in- 
jury of poorer claimants. If apiieal 
were to be taken to the courts, he 
.suggested that It be directly to the full 
court.

Air, Macdonald (said th.it undoubted, 
ly ciueitlon.s of law would .'uise, espe- 
cially as to priority. 

Mr. Hayward (Cowlchan) asked 
wliether it would not be advisable to 
have appeal lie to the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor in council. 

Mr. Macdonald said that the lieuton- 
!int-governor in council was not a 
lawyer. 

Mr. Williams (Newcastle) said that 
the chief commissioner's Idea of re- 
ferring tho matter to the House was u 
new one. It was the lirst time such a 
thing had been done in six years. He 
suggested that this privilege be ex- 
tended. 

Mr. Mcrhillliis (The Islands) sup- 
ported the right ot a;)peal to the courts 
ai'd submitted an amendment that 
there aliould be a right of ai)]ieal to 
the full court and to tlie supreme court 
wheti establitihed, but no furtlier rlglit 
of api)eal. 

Jlr. Hayward said tliat the matter, of 
expense was very serious in connec- 
tion with an act .of this. kind. Appeal 
to the Ue'utenaht-governor in council 
would malce It more satisfactory to the 
smaller Interests, 

iMr. 'lisipdonald said that the trouble 
waa that. in tho lieutenant-governor in 
council there avere friends iiulling each 
way and tho body did not know where 
to turn. 

Mr. Willfams said that In every case 
where a moral right conflicted with' a 
legal right the latter jirovalled. 

Mr. McPhllllps replied that there was 
a Golden Rule even In the court of 
law. 

The amendment carried.

Winnipeg, March 2.— Tho Interpro- 
vlnclal council of farmers' associations 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta has faubmlttcd a reply to the state- 
ment of the promiora of the provinces, 
recently issued, in answer to a petition 
for tho establishment of sovernmont 
ownership of elevators. The reply sets 
forth that the associations cannot ac- 
cept as reasonable the difllcultles out- 
lined by the governments ,as being In 
the way of the Infiuguratlon, of a gov- 
ernment system^ "Thri . associations 
cannot interpret the constitution as 
being prohibitive of the inauguration 
of government owned and ■ operated 
elevators, and suggests that the same 
powers and privileges which make It 
possible for private Interests to own 
and operate elevators, are open to gov- 
ernments. It concludes by stating that 
It is the hope of the associations that, 
as there are no constitutional or le- 
gislative obstanclea in the w.ay, plans 
for the Inauguration of a government 
L/wnod system of elevator.^ will bo pro- 
vided aa dOvjn as the hnancial arrange- 
ments can Tie made.

tho three western provinces, are pay- 
ing more for their telephone aarvlco 
than they ahould bo called on to pay, 
and that it is tho immediate duty of 
tho government to Initiate such moa- 
sui-es as will afford relief. In order to 
!;ive the peoi.de a service at such rates 
as prevail In covnUrles when; a iia- 
tloiuil service Is in operation, Mr. 
Lennox statc:d that ho did not intend 
asking for stat(; ownership, but for 
more complete government control. 
Mr. L(uinox quoted the experience of 
Manitoba as proof that it is possible 
for a service to bo given at clieaper 
rates. 

A. K. McLean came to the relief of 
tl'.o telepliono companies. The fact 
that foreign rates was lower did not 
prove that Canadian rates were too 
lilgh. Tho ovidenco of Mr. Dagger, 
the govornnient'.s <'xpert befor..- tho 
Ki.ecial committee of 1904, had boon 
disproved by the experience of every 
telephone company In Canada. Tho 
Independent movement in tho United 
.'States had been .a failure becauso the 
rates llxed had proven to bo too low. 
The nationallation of tho telephone 
would bo a most unfortunate policy 
for Canada to adopt. Tho western 
ju-ovlnces liad gone into the business 
not for business but for political rea- 
sons.

A Lincoln Story 

How well I remember when l.incoln 
lived at Petersburg', III., carrying thn 
chain for a surveyor's party and worlt- 
ing lor .scventy-fivo cents a day. Tlio 
.siirvoyor'.s wife told mo that she often 
t^iuv him .studying at night, .se.itod on 
tlu; cellar door, i-cadlng lilaclcHtono of- 
ten until 'mldniglil by the liglu of tlic 
moon. Lincoln always took note of the 
liglit and darlv moons, a.s Is sliown by 
an incident which occurred during lils 
early practice of law. \ nnirdor was 
committed in th(i neighborhood of tlio 
viilase, and the .son of tlie .survcyor'.s 
wifu was arre.s'a'd on .suspicion ' from 
the t^'stimony of an -eye witness." In 
the meantime Lincoln had awun.g out 
his Bhingie as a lawyer at .Springrield, 
and on this occasion nobly did he provd 
that the kindness of tliu surveyor was 
not forgotten by the student who read 
lilaclistone by the moonlight. He went 
to the Jail and questioned the young 
prisoner, who asserted his lnnocenc( 
and lilnooln took up the case. At tlio 
trial the witness swore that he saw 
the murder committed. 

"Might you not be mistaken?" asked 
Lincoln. "A dim light Is deceptive', 
and it was a dark night." 

'Vho. v.'itness hastened to reiterate 
that it wan bright moonliglit, where- 
upon liincoln promptly pulled from 
among his books an almanac,' and said 
calmly: 

"U is not necessary tor mo to make 
.T. plea, for no Jury can place any ro- 
lianco on a witness who will swear 
that It was a moonlight night when 
the almanac proves that It was the 
dark of the moon."

Wo would like to add to our staff 
a travelers' aid secretary (whoso work 
has proved invaluable In other cities) 
to meet the boats and trains on arrival. 
In order to direct the young womei: 
who are strangers, to suitable board 
Ing places. In order to do tills, wo 
.would require the ,:'-.i.ort of the Wo' 
men's societies of Victoria, each pay^ 
ing, say, llfty cents to one dollar 
monthly towards a salary. Again, I 
ask the support of the women of Vic- 
toria to help to carry on this importr 
ant work 

As the full report of the year's work 
will be laid before you by the seern- 
tary, Miss Gilbert, it is not necessary 
f(u- me to say anything more except to 
express our sincere appreciation of 
the work done by :\lls3 Gilbert and her 
able assistaiU, Miss Cromwell, during 
the past year, and our regret that they 
are to bo no longer with us. May their 
efforts be not in vain. We liavo been 
fortunate, I am sure, in securing Miss 
Scliolefleld as a successor to aiiss Gil- 
bert, and are confident that all ^ill ))o 
well during the coming year. . 

Our thank are due to the Colonist 
and Times newspapers for many cour- 
tesies e-xtended during the past year. 
Secretary's Report 
JIlss Phoebe P. Gilbert, the secre- 
tary, in her report stated that they 
be,ga'n tlieir second year with a total 
emliership of 208; 125 being associ- 
ate members, who pay a fee of $1 a 
vear, and 81 sustaining, who pay 
either 50 cents per month or $5 per 
year. During March and April, din- 
ners were, served at noon In the read- 
ing room and afternoon teas from :> to 
I) o'clock, while a BibUi class has lieen 
held on Sunday; 'a jiliysical culture 
class on Tuesday evenings, and a so- 
cial on AVednesday evenings. Upon 
the 2l)tii of April last, however, they 
moved into their new and very coni- 
foiLablc boarding home, wbicli has 
been found to be suitable for their 
present piiriio.fes. With the aid of 
generous friends, .iceommodation was 
soon provided for twelve boarders, and 
during the last ten months the aver- 
,T.ge .jier day has numbered nine. Mrs, 
Krank Adams, and .Mrs).- Spencer fur- 
nished .-ach a room, and the T..adie.'» 
of the Macabees two rooms, in ad- 
dition to helping in many other ways 
in the work of furnisliing the Home; 
while other and valuable gifts came 
from different church societies. the 
King's Daughters, the members of tlio 
Association's conimlttco and sustain 
ing members, etc. During the yea 
S04 guests, of Whom • 168 were in 
cearcli of omployment, have registered 
at the home. ,, . 

During our fiscal year, Miss Gilbert 
continues, we have received per 
month, twenty-ltvo, applications for 
fcrvants, and twenty applications for 
positions. Situations have been found 
(or the girls at the rate of .seven pc^r 
month. Letters have been received 
Irom all parts of the British isles from 
young women wlio are desirous of 
coming to Victoria, and are anxiou;;. 
lor information concernln.g woric tii 
be found here. A letter also was re- 
ceived from an agency In Scotlauil 
ivhich stated tlicy v.-ere prepared io 
tend reliable .scrv'ants if situation;? 
could be secured for them. Duriiii.-, 
this year about twisnty-llve young wo- 
men have arrived here straight fre/n 
the old country. A few were general 
.servants, but the majority were teach- 
ers, governesses ;ind housekeepers. 

Our aim in the management of th;> 
Home has been to have the girls feel 
that it is in every sense; a home foi- 
Ihein when t!u:y are not In omrilo.v- 
ment, and a place for them to eonii> 
and meet with their girl friends wiu n 
ihey are In employment and have .tji 
nfternuen or evening free. Wliile our 
L'hnrges. may be no less than might 
be secured elsowherfi, yet they are al- 
ways sure of a" welcome at any tini.;, 
and can have matty privileges that a l e 
not to be secured Jn other boarding 
places. Judging from the numbei- 
who return to us alter having once 
been accommodated, we believe that 
the girls appreciate the Y. W. C. A. 
Might Be Self-Supporting. 
It is, however, thought that tlie home 
could bo made self-supporting, if ac- 
commodation wore provided for about 
30, with at least 16 permanent board- 
ers, and quarters situated convenient- 
ly near to the city's business centre. 
Tile jiresimt roon moreover, are 
scarcely suitable for such boarders, 
Willie all tiies(! rooms are really re- 
euireil lor tnuislcv.t.s. The rental 
paid for (lie honje building is SIO jjer 
montli. 'Yi\i- year's income from roimis 
and board, fei's .-ind sundries, \v:i^

If certain clauses whicli llio Muni- 
cipality of Oak Bay has aidted to be 
Inserted in the city's private water 
bill are added to tho measure tlie city 
will withdraw Its application for a 
private bill. At a meeting of the city 
council l-.cld last evening a resolution 
was passed to the eltect that If tho 
clauses objected to, being the clauses 
which tho jirivate bills committee de- 
clined to deal with but rather sug- 
gested that the matter should be left 
to the board of investigation which 
would be . appointed under the new 
Water Act, were Incorporated In the 
bill Mayor Hall should be authorized 
to instruct H. B. .Thomson, M.' P. P., 
to withdraw -the biH. 

Mayor Hall introduced, the subject 
by stating that all day yesterday the 
interests opposed to the city were busy 
lobbying at tho loglBlature with the 
object of having the obnoxious clauses 
incorporated In tho bill. His Worship 
declared that the intention of tliese 
parties was quite clear to lilm. Mr. 
Oliver, wlio was so energetic in tlie 
matter was really acting on behalf of 
tile Esciulmalt Waterworlts comi)any, 
He was a s)iarehol(ler in tliat concern 
and when the matter comes before the 
liouse in committee of the wiiole a 
strong effort would be made to have 
tlie clauses ])Ut in tlie bill. Mr. Oliver, 
Mayor Hall declurod, had been secured 
to make the attempt to have tlio 
clauses inserted. 

"He is working liand and glove with 
the Esauinialt Waterworks committee, 
it is easy to see why lie should be so 
active. He Is a shareholder in the Es- 
(luimalt "Waterworks company. He Is 
not representing tlie council of tho 
municipality of Oak Bay. That coun- 
cil is not unanimous in the ad\'Ocacy 
of tire clauses we olijcct to." 

Mayor Hall stated that the Oak Bay 
council wishes to be assured of a sup- 
ply of water delivered through the city 
mains to the boundary of the munici- 
pality. • If tho municipality obtains 
that assurance then It can secure the 
necessary financial assistance to in- 
stal a distribution system. Tho Es- 
ciulmalt Waterworks company. His 
Wprship added, 'wants to sell the cit.\' 
water. If it can secure an agreement 
with the city it can ge5 the retiulslte 
money to finance the proposition. 

"We're the milch cow," Mayor Hall 
declared. "We are to be worked in or- 
der that Oak Bay or the JSsquimalt 
AVaterworks may finance their little 
schemes." 

Jlayor Hall went on to say that 
there was not the sliglitcst doubt but 
tliat tho city would give a "sQuaro 
deal" to Oak Bay. But it was not to 
be expected tliat tho rights of the eiti- 
aens of A''ictoria would bo Infringed 
upon one iota in order that tliose of 
the residents of Oai; Bay should bene- 
fit. If Oak Bay insists on any addi- 
tions to tho bill there was the propo- 
sition whicli the city made to tliat 
nuinicipality some time ago and re- 
fused. That could be inserted in the 
bill hut notiiing else. 

"Is there any legal obligation on the 
city's part to supply tho municipality 
of Oak Bay with water," asked Alder- 
man Turner, 

"No, there is none," answered Mayor 
Llall. 

"Can we cut them, off if wo wisli 
to?" further asked Alderman Turner, 
to wlioni the mayor . answered in the 
aftlrniativo. ' 

"Tl'.en what is to prevent us cutting 
off their service at once," suggested 
Alderman Turner. "Then they can 
fight It out. The city might as well 
adopt their dog-ln-the-mangor policy. 
I want to know why 1, as a citizen and 
ratepayer of Victoria could, last sum- 
mer, get water for but two hours a 
day when the city was supplying Gale 
Bay with a five or six hours service 
dally. I don't believe in giving Oak 
Bay everything and we take what Is 
left over. Let them take the "overs" 
if they desire to pursue tho policy 
they seem to have adopted." 

"It Is about time we took a definite 
.•ftand and refuse to be held up every- 
day," declared Alderman Stewart. 

I'^inaily the resolution was passed 
and afterwards the entire council ad- 
journed to tile legislature where the 
aldermen presented the city's claims 
to the various members.

Every authoritative statcmoiit mado 
about tubcrculo.sis is intorostliiB, ea- 
pocially when its tendency Is to dispel 
the fears which have arisen from tho 
widespread icnowledgc of the contii- 
kIous nature of the disease. The fol- 
lowing paragrruphs aro taken from tho 
annual report of the Henry Phippa 
Institute for tho study, treatment and 
prevention of tuberculosis and may 
be taken as containing tlie results of 
earnest and thorough resoarcli: 

"According to tho usually accepted 
meaning- of words, tuberculosis is ii 
rontugiouB disease ordinarily and an 
Infectious disease exceptionally. It la 
a contagious disease wlien it is con- 
veyed directly from one person to an- 
otlier, and It Is an Infectious disease 
when It is con-veyed from a diseased 
animal to a human being through meat 
or milk, or from one human being to 
another througli the agency of Hies and 
insects of various kinds. In most cases, 
no dpubt, the mode of conveyance 
from one person to another is by con- 
tagion. But the contagion of tubercu- 
losis differs from tho contagion of 
acute diseases in that the Individual 
who has tuberculosis can always be 
made non-eontaglous through hia own 
efforts without Isolation, while the in- 
dividual sulforlng from acutely con- 
tagious diseases can only be made 
non-contagious by Isolation, :uul not 
through his own cffort.s. In |)ractk'e 
this is of great iniportunce . " 

The knowldge that by taking pro- 
per preeautioris the consumptive pati- 
ent <'an live among his friends without 
subjecting them to the danger of con- 
tracting the disease in a very com- 
i'orting one. Great as ari> the admitted 
lienellts of a sanltorlum there must 
always be some who cannot avail 
themselves of It. Recovery is rendered 
!)oih more probable and 'mon^ rapid 
if the dread of communicating the 
(ilseaae Is removed and in the case of 
the patient ■who realizes that there 
is no hope of restoration to health the 
last days arc rendered happier by the 
conscluusness that those left ' behind 
win not because of their kindness and 
attention fall Into the same lingering 
sickness. 

Thai without such precautions 
ineuibers of the patient's family are 
in danger the report goes on to show: 

"Family relationship Is the most 
prolidc source of Implantation. Con- 
tagion from the 

tlon, that Is, from brothers and sisters 
and cousins, given the larg(>st per- 
contiigo ot cases, iinC contagion from 
the preceding generation, that Is from 
parents, uncles and aunts, gives the 
next largest percentage; contagion 
from fellow- employees and consort's 
family gives quite a large number of 
implantations, and contagion from 
contaminated houses a surprisingly 
small number. It Is evident that the 
contagion from contaminated houses 
has been exaggerated. Family rela- 
tionship Is tho most important factor 
In the spread of tuberculosis." 

So far as this goes It tends to prove 
that tho fears of those who : dread the 
establishment In tholr."Molghborhood of 
a hospital for the.care-,of hopeless con- 
sumptives are largely, grroundless. If 
tho houses Inhabited , by patients aru 
not usually sources of contagion how 
much less would a hospital spread the 
disease where every precaution known 
to medical science Is taken In the care 
of the patients.

The Toronto Weekly Sun has the 
following paragraph on the giving of 
wedding presents.

Others give more than their means will 
allow. The remedy suggested by the 
Sim would. It Is to bo feared, rob the 
occasion of mui;li of Its delight. It Is 
just In the individuality of the gifts 
tliat most of the pleasure In their 
possession lies. It would peem that 
good taste and good feeling on the part 
of givers as well as of the receiver 
would put away altogether the Idea of 
rivalry or ostentation. Perhaps noth- 
ing would contribute more to this end 
than the resolution on the part of 
bridcH to make no public dlHj)lay of 
their presents.

I useless and often unwboleaomo sweets 
money that ahoulil go to buy good food. 
Sometimes they lake money from home 
or from their schoolmates In order that 
they may . gratify their craving for 
childish, itidiilgencee,' Att'lUe same time 
It cannot but 'be felt that these Toron- 
to school teachers did not take the 
wisest course- Even if tho commis- 
sioners could have complied with their 
request, the advlaability of doing so 
may well be doubted. The lesson of 
self-control is one that cannot be too 
easily learned. The efforts of both 
parents and teachers should be direct-, 
ed rather towards training young iieo- 
plo to resist temptation than to re- 
move It from their patli. It Is only 
when the cliild is very small that the 
wise mother places tho dainties be- 
yond its reach. Gradually with w.itch- 
ful and tender care she trains him to 
see without touching tho fruit or the 
candy placed on the table or side- 
board ready tor dessert. Soon tho 
temptation to dp. ^o will have lost its 
power and the first lesson in honesty 
and self-controlt Has been learned. 

Too many mothei's act as if they 
were bent on making their boys and 
girls as selfish and self-indulgent as 
it is in their nature to ha. Money is 
given them every day to spend on 
sweets. Strangely ouDUgh. such indul- 
gence is not conllned to the children of 
the rich. The conseciuence is that boys 
and girls grow up witliout any Idea of 
the true \-alu(! of money or of the pur- 
poses for which it should be used. 
They have n(;vcr learned to deny 
themselves aiiylliing and when tenif)- 
tallons to indulgence in more harmful 
ways occur tliey become easy victims. 

A moat ' disagreeable phase of this 
liablt which has come under the obser- 
vation of most teachers te the eager- 
ness with which such children beg 
from one another. Instead of the spirit 
of hone.st pride which would incline the 
child to avoid anything that would be 
construed into a wish to share unof- 
feri^d dainties the po.ssessor is cajoled 
or threatened into parting with them 
to aehnolniates tor whom, often lie or 
she does not eare. |t is such childnMi 
who are found guilty In the school- 
room of jietty tlieft, the money lieing 
taken In order to gratify their appe- 
tites or when they are older for such 
excitement and aniusi'ment as the 
cheap theatre affords. l.,lto Is not best 
prepared for by shunning dllticultles 
and avoiding temptations but by sur- 
mounting and overcoming them. Tills

•■ Sour Tnllk- Is idiietMei- remedy,' the 
carpet for a few Inches round the 
mark as well as bver the stain itself 
being rubbed with a llanliel soaked in 
the milk. When continued rubbing 
falls to tinge the milk any more, tho 
part which Is bo doctored should bo 
well damped with lukewarm water, 
with anfllcient cornliour must be 
dusted over the top to make a paste, 
like ,1 thin piecrust.

S))irits of liiirt.shorn repre- 
sents another excellent detersive for 
inkstains, care being, however, neces- 
sary In each case to wash out tho 
spirits after soaking the stain for a 
(piarter of an hour, failure to pay at- 
tention to this detail often resulting 
in luirning a hole in the fabric. 

Cream of tartar is a most useful 
Ink-lileach for table linen. ''I'he nuirks 
sliould |je at tended to a.s soon as po.^i- 
sible after liie accident, the Ink mop- 
ped U|) wltli llanuel dipped in hot 
water and siifilcient cream of tartar 
sprinkled over the tni> to make a paste.

When tho tired body ctnild no lunger 
be forced to perform its task and tiie 
family doctor was called In to pre- 
scribe for the wife and mother, the 
anxious husband Inquired what was 
the cause ot the sudden breakdown. 
The doctor had asked ;i few (inesllon.s 
and ordered complete re.st for the pa- 
tient, and was about to leave when 
the husbaiul stopped hini. 

"Too much eating — overeating, said 
the busy doctor. "That's the trouble, 
and It's tho trouble with half the wo- 
men of today." 

".Mary never ate much," said the 
husband in astonishment. "In fact, 
she iievei- ate enough, doctor. Look 
at her thin body. Surely you must be 
wrong." 

"I didn't say she ate too much, did 
r.'" demanded the doctor. "She didn't 
eat enough, amoiT'!; other sins she com- 
mitted {(gainst her frail body. I-ook 
hero, Jones, you .have four children, all 
in school, and I'll venture to say they 
Ijelong to to or three clubs of some 
.sort and they all eat. I don't niivui 
the youngsters cat at your own table 
all tho time, but your v,'lfe and my 
wlfi' and the other women ot this 
town liave to be cverlaHtlngly provid- 
ing something for them. Then you be- 
long to a lodge or two and a clul) or 
'two, and vour u'lfe belongs to several, 
and they 'all eat, and there's nothing 
doing at elnireh work at ]iresenl unless 
lliere's eating connected witli II. l^on't 

I liiiow? Two-thirds of my work 
seems to be alie direct effect — or indir- 
ect elTect, It you care to jiut It that 
wav— of overeating. U' thi; women got 
together to sew for the liea'then there 
must bi' rctreshmonts, if a loiig(- la lies 
In a batch of new niemliers a hamiuet 
must be forthcoming. If a woman has 
an "at home" afternoon she serves 
tea, and c'ven the children must be fed 
if they aro together an hour or more 
after school In the evening. The 
mothers not only have to provide the 
food In most cases, but they are the 
ones who suffer most on account of the 
deranged stomachs of the family. If 
the children aro peevish and delicate 
from eating wrong things- at wroag 
times, you can escape to your office, 
hut your wife Is shut" up with them all 
day — and all night, too." 

.\nd H is .alarming when one consid- 
ers how much eating must ibe done in 
order to keep the social and political 
and church and lodge life in a healtliy 
condition nowadays. The time was 
when hospitality was a pleasure, but 
now It is a burden under which 'the 
women are sinking by hundreds every 
day. Tho average housekeeper of the 
land wants to keep pace with the pro- 
cession and have her children enjoy 
as many advantages as possible, so 
she drives her tired body to the work 
and undertakes tasics far beyond her 
strength. If the neighbors serve re- 
freshments, so must she, and It tho 
neighbors' children have little parties 
and jilcnlca and taffy scrapes, so must 
her children. 

A glimpse at tho eating done by the 
a\-erage family away from the family 
table will show the burden of the 
mother. Perhaps some months are 
heavier 'than others, but usually things 
are fairly evened up. In winter there 
arc no picnics but more church socials. 
In spring and fall tho social duties ar(^ 
not quite so heavy for the ladles, but 
the children are 'busy with their af- 
fairs. There are wives and mother.s 
who frown upon clubs and church 
work and lodges and social affairs, tout 
they are few as compared with tho 
wtmien who fee! that they must do 
their best .along all those lines for tlie 
sake nf their families. 

Real ho.spltallly suffers from this 
e.\-cesslve eating. Everything is reduc- 
ed to a give-and-take system, that 
rigidly keeps account of each enter- 
tainment and pays It back as promptly 
as possible. Wo cannot ask our friends 
because "we are not Indebted to them" 
and when wi^ do entertain, we try to 
t.'ikc In as many as possible to wlioui 
we, are indebted .-ind have It over with. 
'J'be guest who dares to "(Iroj) In" un- 
announced is a ver.\- courageous i)er- 
soii. and even near relatives a.re form- 
Inj; the habit of e;ithig at Injtels and 
restaurants r:itlier than expect a wel- 
come if they hajiiien to be in time for 
meals l)ut cannot announce their com- 
ing. They have learned that H is the 
only ."lafe jilan. The hostess who 1111- 
coniplainlngly provides wafers and ices 
for forty persona, dislikes to have a. 
friend drop in without warning at meal 
time, ./iTid few peojile arc guilty of such 
il thing nowadays. We cheerfully dn 
a wholesale business along the lliie of 
hospitality, tout will have nothing to 
do with the retail part of It. In a 
church of BOO members the committee 
appointed to find entertainment for 
over Sunday for the new pastin- alino:n 
jrave up In despair In hunting a hos- 
tess. Just as they were about to give 
up and send the minister to the hotel, 
one lady came forward with tho doubt- 
ful statement that she would take him 
if she had to, but would not be Im- 
liosed upon again. This sounds odd 
when one I'eniembers the "Prophet's 
Chiunber" of a generation or two bad;, 
when thi^ minister was an honored and 
■wt>lconie guest In almost every home. 

The overworked stomachs ot the' 
present generation are resimnaihle tor 
much of the um-est and, lack ot en- 
joyment in life. .\o wonder foreigners 
say that we take our pleasures sadly

. By Dominion Government 
Has' Reafched Port

Tlie German dvodgc Fruhllnfe, Uio 
, first (IrL'dg-er to oross tlin wide. Pacific 
reached jjort yesterday and tied up at 
Marvin's wharf, froiji KI9I Ijy way of 
Alsieru, Sabang and Mojl where calls 
were made for coal on the world 
circling crulsQ, bound to the Fraser 
rtver to be delivered by Capt. H. Klau- 
een to "the Canadian sovernmont, 
which purcliased the suntlon dredger 
at a cost of $250,0U0 to deepen t)io 
Fraser river between New Westmin- 
ster and the Gulf to 30 feet In the 
steamor channel. ' * ' . 

It/was a trying voyage made hy the 
FruIUIiisr> The open waist of the 
dredger, hjid been built over like a 
turtle-ba'cli, 'but the seas which flood 
cd over the quaint craft tore some of 
thorn av.'ay and flooded rooms, engine 
room and decks. The dredge rolled 
heavily and the oiglUoen men who 
t'ormcil her crew liiul anj-tliing but a 
pleasant life during the 31 days since 
hIio left Alojl and passed out into the 
PaclClc. Heavy weather prevailed to 
tli'o meridian, gale following galo, bu£- 
fotting the dredge considerably, and 
after a few days o£ moderate weatlier, 
the wind and nea combined again to 
toss tlie craft about. There was little 
space dry until Capo Flattery . was 
passed this morning. 

Not Damaged 
. Feariiiff that the winter galc.<i would 
damage the adventurous craft, the 
London Salvage association cabled 
asking for information on arrival of 
tlio Fruhling as to the extent, of dam- 
age sustained. Tliese enqulrii's gave 
rise to tlio report that the Fruhling 
had stranded during lier long voyage. 
Capt. Klausen was asked if the Fruh- 
ling had been ashore,. aad t}e. arose in 
wrath: 

•'Nein, the ground was not touohed; 
why. should it be touched?" he asked 
Indignantly. - ; _ 

The.Fruhllng loft-Kiel on October 27. 
The dreclger is practically ii new one, 
of -the type used in digging the famousi 
Kiel 'canal. She was built at Stettlh 
by the Stettin Shipbuilding company a 
year ago, and when purchased by- ' the 
Canadian government at a cost of ap- 
proximately $250,000, was engaged in 
deepening the channel at Hull, Elng- 
land. 

The dredge is .a vcssei of peculi|i.r 
construction and with her tortoise- 
back covering built over the waist for 
the ocean voyage ., seen through, the 
glasses of the Observers at Tatoosh 
and the German flag flying at • the 
head of her one mast the vesseUs ap- 
l)caranco caused some cominotlOn. The 
obsorver-s considered her' ra ' wreck 
limping to port, and enquiries came 
l^at night asking what wrecked Ger- 
man vessel had reached Victoria. 
i The dredging ttpparatua'" Is located 
aft. Built at the stern is a steel struc- 
ture whicli holds the big-throated auc- 
tion pump dropped to the river bottom 
when the dredge is at work, and the 
enghies are located aft with a bridge 
liouse and flying bridge above them, 
while forward from aft of amidslilps 
Ih the open waist In which the silt 
.suelced from the river bottom is de- 
positiMl to be carried away.

REMOVES ITS OFFICE 



TJio steamer Tango Mttru of the 
Nippon Yusen Kalsha, Capt Ishlkawa, 
sailed from the Outer wharf yester- 
day afternoon carrying a largo cargo 
of geneml freight, including heavy 
shipments of. cotton and salt herring, 
sent from Nanaimo to Seattle by small 
freighters, for far eastern porta. Front 
Seattle the steomer had 10 saloon and 
75 steerage passengers and from here, 
one intermediate, J. Nlsliima, a Van- 
couver merchant, who Is bound to .Ta- 
pan on business, and C steerage. The 
steamer Aki Maru of tho .iapanese 
lino reported ' by wireless yesterday 
morning and will arrive this morning. 
She has sI.k passengers and 234 tons 
01' freight to be landed here. Tho 
steamer has made a very fast trip. 

AVith the new subsidy regulations 
governing tlie operation of Japanese 
steanisliiii lines the .steamer Tosa 
Maru, one of tlie steamers used in this 
service will not be entitled to tlie sub- 
sidy and will iirobably be replaced by 
ono of the newer steamers. When the 
last mails left Tokyo, bills were i)end- 
ing before tlio Diet for a revision of 
llio laws for sliipping subsidies and 
deep sea navigation subsidies. 

Tlio introduction of the Deep Sea 
Navigation Subsidy Bill in tho place 
of tho Navigation Subsidy Bill is 
intended to improve the marine sys- 
tem by restrictions of subsidizing deep 
sea liners and otlier means in view of 
connections changed since tho pro- 
mulgation of tlie old law. Ships to bo 
subsidized must hereafter displace 
3,000 tons and steana 13 knots an hour 
at least instead of 1,000 tons and 10 
knots as hitherto. The age limit Is to 
bo newly stipulated, being 16 years. 
The rate of subsidy Is .eonseauently 
modified in consonance with tho .In- 
crease of speed. Half .the, amotint of 
subsidy to Japan-buUt ishlps remains 
to be granted to forelgtt-loullt ships. 
Tho stipulations concerning foreign 
employes are not changed. Tho num- 
ber of nautical students to be taken 
on board* Bubsldteed ships is increas- 
ed. The scope of penalty for defiance 
of orders of the Minister of Communi- 
cations has been narrowed, but fines 
ransi>- between $100 to S&OO instead of 
i'lO to $250 as hitherto. The new sjilp- 
ping-'. subsidy law proposes to subsi- 
dize steel-clad ships of r,000 tons and 
upward Instead of iron-elad or stool- 
clad ahips of 700 tons and upward. 
Tho new rate of subsidy ia $5.50 to 
$11 per ton instead of $« to $10. Any 
person receiving subsidy by false jire- 
tences is liable to jienal sorvitude from 
ono to ten years as well as a. fine, of 
from $100 to $500. A few other changes 
are proposed. 

The vice-president of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaislia, in an interview regard- 
ing tlio subsidy bill says that if tho 
proposed law is enforced wltli the ap- 
liroval of the Diet tho N.Y.K. will suf- 
fer a great blow. Tlie conseciuenco 
will lie that the Company will be com- 
pelled to Immediately abandon the 
Kuropean iiiiu and permanently suffer 
a loss of several , million yen per an-' 
num. The reason why tlie new bill 
will badly affect tho N.Y.K. to such a 
great extent is that vessels for tho 
dc('p-noa service are to be yearly de- 
prived of five per cent, of their sub- 
sidy wdien five years elapse after their 
construction, and, moreover, after fif- 
teen ycai-s" the emi>l"yment of those 
ves.'jels is to be entirely suspended. 
To comply with sucii rigorous stipu- 
lations tiie Company must always con- 
struct new vessels and abandon those 
vessels which are still perfectly sor- 
vicealilc. The coat will be extraor- 
dinary, and cannot be compensated 
by such a trifling subsidy. Regular 
lines are originally Intended to open 
nautical • thoroughfares for the ■ State, 
and the schedule of regular liners 
ought to be most, accurately carried 
out to further means of communica- 
tion. As regular llne^-s are also pro- 
vided r against emergencies, their ser- 
vices do not aim at the promotion of 
private Interests, and It Is clear that 
thfese' are ':certalnly unprofitable. It Is 
therefore quite reasonable that thelr 
servlces should be subsidized by tho 
government. So long as subsidies are 
granted by the government tho system 
of subsidy must bo planned for the 
maintenance of the services, but ac- 
cording to tho new bill the mainten- 
ance of the regular lines is impossible. 
There are no stipulations In the for- 
eign subsidy laws of the kind restrict- 
ing the ago of steamers, if the gov- 
ernment are desirous of curtailing tho 
navigation sulisldy expenditure from a 
.financial point of view, it is advisable 
for tliem to withdraw the ;igo limit for 
vessels in regular service, otherwise 
the company, .'!a\s .Mr. Kato, will bo 
'obliged to ai,>:ui<ii>:i its regular lines, 
especially the i;ui-oi,can.

erican line, and tlie Norddeut.iclier 
J.lnyd — is fixed to sail from Hamburg 
on "the 19tli of March, calling at Ber- 
nien and llottt-rdani. The departures 
are to b(! fortnlghtl.\', tlie two first 
rtoaniers gcdng to Halifax, and the 
following ones to Montreal. 

The prospects arc that the -iiimmer 
will see some striking changes in the 
Atlantic trade. Syron & Sliipping 
says: 

".Some startling information lia.s 
come our way relative to the Nortlt 
Atlantic i)aaH(!iiger trade, which will 
no doubt lead to the breiUcing up of 
thii Conference. Briefly ])ut, some of 
the Brltltih steumship lines do not aji- 
pear to have been "i)laylng the g-ame." 
Steerage pas.songers have been carried 
at less than the agijeed minimum;

plete, possibly one' or t-worreputatlons 
will have shed- some of thelr 'iustre." 

The Liverpool correspondent says 
there Is a growing ^ieiar.'tliat trouble 
will arise out of .th'e>:inewv',8orvlce to 
Canada which the White! Star Line are 
to inaugurate with the two new, steam- 
ers Laurentic and Jlegantlo Immedi- 
ately the Itlvor St. Lawrence Is open 
for navigation. It has been previous- 
ly stated In the S.W. th.at the Allan 
Line had lodged a protest to tho At- 
lantic Conference against this now de- 
parture of tho AVhito Star Company; 
but the precise terms of this protest 
is at present withhold by tho Allan 
Company, on tho ground that as tlie 
matter Is sub judico it would be out of 
place to make a statement until the 
decision of the Conference has been 
arrived at. If tliat decision should go 
against tlie Allan Company, there is a 
confident belief in sliipping circles that 
tho latter will withdraw from tho 
Conference, and tlien wh.'t will hap- 
pen no ono can say. Tliere Is even 
talk of another rate war. Tho main 
objection of tho Allan Lino may be 
taicen to bo tho bringing into tho Can- 
adian trade of vessels carrying tho 
White Star iiag, and although only 
twQ vfissels are to be placed In tiio 
service along with, two others of tlie 
Dominion. Line fleet, this is regarded 
as but the initial effort towards a 
Dominion I^Ine service being made 
wholly a "White Star one. It is tho 
White Star flag that seems to be the 
bone of contention between the two 
lines. But this can only be so nomin- 
ally. Tho time Is approaching when, 
failing a friendly arrrngomont being 
arrived at, there will bo possibly a 
serlotls disturbance of the friendly 
working of the North Atlantic lines 
under the Conference arrangement. 



TRANSIT WILL RUN 

TO AiASKA'N PORTS 



Was Launched From Ways of Victoria 
Machinery Depot Yesterday After 
Being Overhauled 



The Norwegian steamer Transit, 
Capt. Danlelscn, w-as launclied from 
the ways of the Victoria .Machinery 
depot 'j'osterday morning and towed b.v 
tlio tug stetson, of the Greer fleet, 
to the Hudson's Bay wharf. Tho 
Transit is to enter an engagement 
with! the Mackenzie Steamship com- 
pany by whonv she-, has been fixed un- 
der time charter beginning March 15 
for the Skagway' and "Alaska trade. 
The Transit, with her sister steamer 
Thordls, were engaged by the Mac- 
kenzie Steamship company last year 
in the British Columbia trade, but 
Norwegian steamers are no longer 
permitted to compete with local ship- 
ping in tho coast wise trade of this 
coast, although they may still run on 
tho eastern coast,. Tlio Transit lias 
been undergoing extensive overhaul- 
ing by tho Victoria Machinery Depot. 
Including the fitting of a new stem. 
She will bo used between British Col- 
umbia ports and Skagway and will 
probably make a trip to Cape Nome 
this summer. 



LONG, DISTANCE, WIRELESS, 

steamer Rupert City Cornmunicates 
From Northern Terminus With 
Operator at Vancouver 



Ono of the best long distance, over- 
land wireless records over made, 
stands to the credit of tho steamship 
Kupert City, sailing between Vancou- 
ver and Prince Rupert, On a recent 
trip to the North, the Bupert City op- 
erator for the United Wireless Tele- 
graph company was in communication 
with the land station of tho United 
concern at North Vancouver. The ves- 
sel at the tiirio was in the harbor of 
.Prince Itujiert. 

As the country between North Van- 
couver and I'rlnco liuport is exceed- 
ingly mountainous, tho aerograms 
must have passed over these I'-igh 
mountains. Hut added to tills feat of 
the instruments board tin; Kupert 
City, tho operuto. coniinunleated di- 
rect to the United company's station 
In Seattle, while the boat was at 
Prince Rupert. This distance is more 
than 600 miles and the messages must 
have travelled overland. 

By wireless experts tills feat is con- 
sidered the most reniarkable of any 
accomplished on tho Pacific Coast or 
periiaiis In the world. So far the best 
records have bet.'u made by the wire- 
less stations and steamships of the 
Pacific. As the Rufiert City is equip- 
ped with only a two kilowatt caiiaclty 
set of instruments, wireless engineers 
point out tlKit the vessel must have a 
wonderful sending and receiving ap- 
Iiaratua to be able to work at such 
long distances . ;iiul with high moun- 
tains between the puiiUs of traiisniis- 
sloii. 

But the instruments abo;ird tho Ru- 
liort City do not seem to bo limited to 
Ibis overland distance. On the same 
Irip tho oi)cr;itor was In eoniniunlca- 
llon with tlie United wireless station 
at Marshfleld, Ore. This Is a distance 
of 1,300 miles. These aerograms also 
must have como part of the way over 
the land and for that reason makes 
the record all tho more remarkable. 

The British steamer Clan MacFar- 
lane, bringing a carto of sugar from 
Mauritius for tho B. C. Sugar refinery 
left Mojl on Monday, after coaling iit 
the Japanese port, bound here.

The matter is being set- 
tled nnd till? steamer will probably 
proceed to V^nncouvor today to dis- 
charge her cargo.

It has 
a permanent capital of one-half mill- 
ion dollars, a reserve fund of one- 
quarter million dollars; assets ot $2,- 
284,000. it has an ostabliahcd agency 
force. It has a larger and wealthier 
population to do business with, and 
its business has been extended bo as 
to cover a vaster territory. 

In contrasting these conditions I 
•tl-.lnk that we can afford to bo opti- 
mistic; that we can still add to our 
assets, sell more debentures, moro 
stock and build up a substantial su- 
perstructure on the foundations which 
havo been laid. The future policy of 
the company will follow the course 
which the company has pursued In 
the past.

idea -was that a barge should come 
down the lake, plcklngiup fruit at dif- 
ferent points, where it would be pack- 
ed. Thus it would be partially pre- 

cooled before reaching the refrigerator. 

An amended resolution was then 
brought forward asking the govern- 
ment to loan money for the purposes 
of cold storage plants, on similar lines 
to the st.ate-aided creameries. Mr. 
Palmer pointed out that the demand 
must be made definitely and at once, 
if it were to pass this session. On the 
(luea^ion of sites, Mr,. Peters said tho 
only trouble was that sites might bo 
wanted everywhere. Ho thought there 
would bo no objection to leasing 
ground for this purpose at transfer 
points. Maxwell Smith thought there 
should be a central cold storngo plant 
at Vancouver, erected by the C.P.R. 
Mr. Itlcards thought that the growers 
generally had so much invested in 
their eveha-.-'-is Uiat they could not 
also finance cooling warehouses and 
cold storage plants. . He thought the 
C.P.R. was the natural body to under- 
take this work, and a resolution to 
this effect was proposed ;ind carried. 
Ask Government Aid. 
Another resolution was proposed 
and carried, asking tho provincial 
government to erect and maintain cold 
storage warehouses at various distri- 
buting points In the prairies. 

Messrs. Ricardo, Ager and J. J. 
Campbell were appointed a committee 
to interview the C.P.R. and the pro- 
vincial government with the idea of 
getting the resolutions that had been 
passed acted upon. 

The next resolution asked tho Do- 
minion government to rai.se the duty 
on fresh fruit to a parity wltli the 
American duty. It was pointed out 
that 50 per cent, of tho fruit consum- 
ed on the prairies was American, and 
only about 15 per cent. British Co- 
lumbian. Mr. Lanlpan thought that 
the consumers would prevent this duty 
going up, and suKgcutcd that the gov- 
ernment should appoint additional in- 
spectors at the four principal ports of 
entrv. Also they might ask for an 
aniendmont to the law regarding the 
marking and grading of American 
grown fruit, so as to make it more 
rigorous. The resolution as to duty 
was carried by a small majority. 

J. J. Campbell oftorcci a resolution 
asking for Dominion legislation that 
all imported packages of fruit bo com- 
pelled to boar the name and address 
of the grower, and In other respects 
ctmform to rcciulrements exacted from 
the domestic grower. -Maxwell Smith 
yald that the majority of foreign ship- 
ments were properly marked, and in 
any event the local Importc-r was com- 
pelled to uo thti eraaing and marking 
before offering fruit for sale. He 
claimed British Columbia fruit grow- 
ers did not always conform to the re- 
gulations, and in fact many local 
growers did not put up their goods 
properly. Those who did had no trou- 
ble in f.nding a market. British Co- 
lumbia -fruit growers should have more 
unity, and spend less time In picking 
holes in other districts. Co-operation 
was the right system, but proper busi- 
ness methods had not prevailed. 
U. S. Fruit Not Graded 
Mr. Ricardo said tliat he knew 
from personal enquiries that second 
Krado fruit was sent In hero to com- 
pete with our No. 1 Mr. Cunning- 
Irani, fruit pest inspector, said that 
lie knew ot carloads of fruit coming 
in from the Stali;.", not projjerly marlc- 
ed or marked at all. They wore mark- 
ed as they pleased by the consignees. 

Ma.wvell Smith said this was not 
true, but Mr. Cunningham stuck to 
his point, and said tha.t the immense 
quantities of such fruit imported into 
'Vancouver alone showed there was 
something wrong. Mr. Smith said tb.o 
fruit was not inspected at tho border 
as It would hamper trade, 

Mr. Pltcalrn broiiglit up the Ques- 
tion of express tariffs iind weights. 
He .said that the tariff:) were unintel- 
ligible, and ''omiilalned that tlie niin- 
Imiini weight of 10 pounds, which had 
been in use for year.s. had been raised 
to 4.5 pound.s without notice. As to 
lioiindary. tliey mlRht grow their own 
fruit, but Okanagun growers could 
get In early hi the season, and the 
Kpeakors' firm was shipping there very 
considerably. 

Mr. Stout, in reply, said that there 
had been clerical errors in the tariff, 
which would not bo repeated, and a 
new tariff would be available shortly. 
As to weight, it was found by oxpori- 
encc that av)iilo boxe.n averaged 45 to 
4S ;;ound°. Shipments to Boundary 
to Okanag.'in, entailed lli--e tranship- 
ments. With such Indi.'-ocl communi- 
cation ho could not afford a lower 
rate. 

As to rates to Winnipeg, Mr. Pit- 
cairn pointed out that they had been 
twlco raised, in tho last few years. 
Taking up tho express rates,- Mr,..Stout 
showed they did not exceed, bufsomo- 
timea were loss than, the ustial freight 
rate. Ninety-flvo per cent, of jEruit 
htindled last year went to the prairies. 
At present fruit -express business did 
not pay.' Complaints had been made 
a.s to merchandise rates, and if thoy 
had to be io-.vored, there might havo 
to be readjustments ot the fruit tariff. 
Ho would suggest that the fruit grow- 
ers be content witli wliat they had got. 
Tho resolution was witlidr.awn. 

To a resolution asking that 'Victoria 
bo placed on the same footing as Van- 
couver as regards Winnipeg rates, Mr. 
Stout said that the extra 25 cents ro- 
lircsentcd tho cost of tlie extra steamer 
carriai^e from Victoria, to Vancouver. 

J. J. Campbell introduced a (motion 
that the regulations be strictly en-

Tho bill to consolidate tho mining 
claims and water rights of John Hopp, 
In the Cariboo country (Mr. Thomson) 
came up for second reading but the 
debate was adjourned on motion of 
Mr. Jones (Cariboo). 

Tho bill to incorporate the British 
Columbia Loan Company (Mr. Mc- 
Plillllps), was read the second tim.o 

Mr. Thomson (Victoria), moved se- 
cond reading of the bill to amend the 
Corporation of Victoria Waterworks 
act, 1S73, and the Victoria Waterworks 
Statutes of 181)2 and to give additional 
.•powers. He said that the bill as it 
stands was largely ;i matter of detail 
in wori;Ing out the city's waterworks 
system. In committee, .Mr. Thcn'son 
said lie projiosed lo Iniroduco an 
amendment reaffirming the rights of 
the city as set forth in the act of IST;!. 
The bill was read the second time. 

The report on the bill to amend tho 
Coal -Mines Uegulatlon .Act (Jlr. Haw- 
thornthwalte), was adopted. 

The Five Years' Course. 

The House went into committee of 
the whole on tlie .Medical bill (Dr. 
l-^lng.) 

The clauses dealing with the inter- 
nal niiinagenient of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons were all 
agreed lo without debate. 

Dr. King moved an amendment to 
the section requiring tliat after Janu- 
ary 1, iyi3, the appllcanl for a certlli- 
cate to practice must liold a dliilonia 
from the Medical .School requiring a 
five years' course sludx', to the ef- 
fect that ever.\' iierson '.Vfglnnlng the 
study of niediclni; after Jan. 1. \'J1-, 
shall be reiiuired to iiroducc aucli a 
diploma. 

ilr. Bowser protested against this 
amendment. 

Dr. King said that the University of 
McGUl, Queen's, Manitoba, llarviird, 
tmd others were now requiring a five 
years' course, and he thought tlie 
standard should be kept up In li. C. as 
well as elseivhere. Mr. Bowser thought 
it should be left to tiio universities 
tliemselvea to decide what their course 
should be. He said the medltfal pro- 
fession In B. C. had far more stringent 
regulations than any other. The strict 
examination required of physicians 
who come here to practice was pro- 
tection enough for the public. 

Mr. Henderson (Yale), said that the 
legal profession had sufllelently strin- 
gent regulations regarding a lawyer 
from another province to practice here. 
Me said that a doctor's mistake was 
(dten beyond remedy, while a lawyer's 
mistake was not as a rule. 

Hall (Nelson), stocl for a high 
standard of the medical ./rofessioii. 

Dr, Young disagreed with Mr. Bow- 
ser. II was not a question of jjrotect- 
ing the public, but of keeping the me- 
dical [irofesslon in 13. ('. abreast of 
the limes. The question of the uni- 
versities would si-ltle itself, as nine- 
teiitlis of the universities In Xorth 
America were endea\iulng lo fix a 
fl\-e .\-ears' course, and indeed, lo fix a 
six years' course so as lo combine an 
arts course with a medical course, 
Tlie request of tile .Me, ileal Couiieil 
would not jiut a hardship on .-inybody 
as tlios.. now in college would come 
under the four years' course. 

.Mr. Bowser thouglit the Idea was 
not fair to the unlverslUes which did 
hange their term. 
[)r. Voung was sorry that his col- 
league had not studied bis brief bet- 
ter, lie- said thai SO jier cent, of the 
stales hi the union requlriHl tliat pro- 
fessional nun iipiilying for leave to 
jiractlce should ha\-e certilicates from 
some "recognized unlx'erslt.v," or a 
unh'ersity, In effect, that has a five 
yetils' course In medicine. B. C. had 
the sinallesl reiiuIrementB of any place 
in .N'orlli .\nierica with the possible 
exce|itloii of some of the soul liweslern 
states. 

.Mr. ."\lcHlillllps (The Islands), said 
that the doctors were more liberal in 
admitting men to practice In the' prov- 
ince than the lawyers. Nobody from 
the United States could practice law 
In B. C. He supported the five years' 
course. 

Mr. Henderson (Yale), said thai 
probably the new B. C. university 
would require a five years' course. If 
that were so, it would be unfair to 
our own youth to admit men from 
outside the province who had taken a 
four years' course. 

Mr. Bowser said that if the amend- 
ment would not lake effect for a num-

The sections regarding annual tees 
and penalties for practicing medicine 
without cerlilicate were struck out 
and the following section subsliluted: 
Each member of the College ul

gistrar tt receive 11, such annual fee 
as may be determined by l)ylaw of the 
counci'l, no, less than i'^S,0 and not 
more than ,10 (ten dtdlars) towards 
the general e -pense of the College of 
vslcinns an ' Surgeons of Uritisii 
Columbia, whlc. annual fee shall h.e 
payable on the li. si da.\- of .lanuary In 
the year for w-likli the same is im- 
posed, tinil obtain annually a certlllcate 
under the seal of the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons of British Co- 
lumbia, stating his quallflcatlons to 
practice, and that tho certificate 13 in 
force for one year from its date; and 
such annual fee shall be a debt deem- 
ed to be due by the member to the 
College of Physo-i^P" and Surgeons of 
British Columbia,, and shall be recov- 
erable, with costs- of suit. In tiic name 
of the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons . of British Columbia, in tlie 
county court, small debts court or 
other court having jurisdiction al the 
place where the member resides. 

Provlc.ed always, that such fee shall 
he paid by any member of the College 
so long as his name is in the register, 
whether he be resident in the province 
or not, or whether he be practicing or 
not. 

Provided further, tlial any member 
of the college ma.\- al; his own reiiuest, 
in writing, iuive his name removed 
from the register, and .'iny member 
whose name has been so removed may 
have his name replaced on the register 
on his written request, without any 
examination, liy i)aying to the college 
all yetirly fi'es which w-ould lia\-e been 
payable by him if hl:i name had nut 
been rc'inoved as a.fori-salil.

At tho eni.1 of Inst -week 
prices went off to :;i3e per dozen, tile 
lowest ligure in nioiUlis, but with tho 
advent oC Lent values stilTcned and 
today fresh iBliUul ogg.s ure (luoteii at 
:iOc jiei' dozen. Dealers, however, look 
for lower prices in a short time as 
sujjpUes are Increasing at a rapid rtite 
ofCerlngs being larger this year than 
In un.v previous year. 

With- the price of potatoes higher 
than for many months, oonsctiuent on 
the damage done to the crop by tliu 
sovoro frost, a stjll furtlier advance is 
looked for. Many pits which have 
remained unopened during the winter 
art! now Ijeing opened and the tuber 
has been found to be ruined. Present 
prices ure $1.50 to $1.75 per sack retail, 
wiiih; wholesale i)rlees range from $1!5 
to $35 per ton. Chllliwack potatoes, 
of which Uirgi? (luaiititles are yearly 
supidied to the local hiiivket. have atl- 
vancod ir. price nntll they caniiut be 
landed here at the' prlci-s (juoled lo- 
ciilly. Orders for the northern trade 
arc now being sent In and as soon its 
the Itade opens in the spring the 
added demand for potatoes will me.-in 
• I large increase in prices and the 
present .scarcity accentuated. 

The long predicted advance in tlio 
price of Hour will come Into force on 
the lith insl. The exceptional strength 
of the wheat markets of t]u: east 
where u straight advance of 11 cents 
per bushel has been scored has re- 
sulted in the big mills advancing 
prices. At present flour of tlie lilghest 
grade la selling locally at $1.75 a sack 
retail.

Butter Is plentiful and no change 
has been ma'dc in prices during the 
past week.

have ensured the return visits to tho 
Commonwealth of English teams." 

Cumtncntlng further upon the meth- 
ods of the board, the Australian cap- 
tain (wiio at tho time was in Adelaide 
plaxing against Soutli Australia) said:

FORTUNE ADRIFT FOUND 

BY TRAMP_FREIGHTER 

Falls of Orshy Salved River Clyde 
After Her Fuel Was Ex- 
hausted 



Tlio steamer Falls of Orchy, which 
has reached Brisbane from Manila, 
found a small fortune adrift on her 
voyage to the Queensland port. Tlio 
River Clyde, which sailed from Manila 
shortly prior to tho Falls of Orchy, 
was found adrift helpless with empty 
hunkers, her captain linvlng seemingly 
exercised a too stringent economy, 
which afterward proved costly, in the 
way of taking on bunker fuel. Tho 
Falls of Orchy saw the distress slg- 
nal.s of the ilerclirt and took lier In 
tow to lirlshane. As the value of the 
River Clyde alone, irrespective of her 
cargo, is $180,000 there Is likely to bo 
a liaiidsome salvage award for tho 
owners, captain and crew of the Falls 
of Orchy. 

The salvage case of Hie British ship 
Loch Garve as 11 reside i-f her strand- 
ing on tlie soutliern coast of Moloktil 
nearly two years ago when bound to 
Victoria via Honolulu, has just been 
settled at Honolulu, according to ad- 
vices received here. The appraised 
value of the ship, as accepted by the 
ctnirt. was $40,000, that of tlje cargo 
$1 10,834, and of the freight at risk 
S7,4GO, making a total at risk of Jl.'S,- 
29-1. The inter-lslaiid Sle/un Naviga- 
tion compan.v hart four boats in llie 
salvage operations, the Spreckle-s com- 
pany had one tug and assistance was 
also rendered by tho revenue cutter 
Manning. The av/ard of tlie court 
was tor vl5,ft00 to tho navigation com- 
Iiain- and $4,000 to the Spreckles com- 
pany. 

In rendering the decision of the 
court, Dole, J., commended tl>g_ prac- 
tice of bringing the crews into their 
applications for salvage compensation, 
and he stated that he would leave the 
participation of tho crews and adjust- 
ing of «uch participation to the respec- 
tive llbellants with, the request that 
they file with the papers of the case 
their reports of their actions. The 
value of the boats of tho Inter-Island 
company engaged in the salvage ser- 
vice was $430,000, with crews aggre- 
gating 189 persons, while tho Spreckles 
company and one tug valued at $30,- 
00, with a crew of twelve persons.
